Her Sudden Marriage After Barnet’s 
Death a Subject of Inquiry. 


Murder Indictment Will Be 
Asked Against Husband. 


Counsel Asks For Delay Because of Haste 
Shown by the Prosecution. 


New York, March 1—Mrs. Blanche 
Molineux is the center of an investiga- 
tion in progress today. Her relations 
with Barnet, her antecedents and charac- 
ter are being scrutinized with all close- 
ness. It is the belief of the district at- 
torney’s office that Blanche Chesebrough 
was in love with Barnet, and that Mol- 
ineux was distinctly her second choice. 

Nineteen days after Barnet’s death, 
Blanche Chesebrough and Roland Burn- 
ham Molineux were suddenly married. 

The investigation now under way is to 
find out whether the secret of Barnet’s 
murder was used to bring about the mar- 
riage. 

District Attorney. Gardiner did not hes- 
itate to attack Mrs. Molineux’s character, 
picturing her as a woman beneath Mol- 
ineux on the social scale. That she will 
be brought further into the case there Is 
little doubt. 

The case of Roland B. Molineux will be 
presented to the grand jury today and an 
indictment against him for the murder 
of Mrs. Catherine J. Adams asked for. 
This step is the result of a series of cen- 
sultations held yesterday by the prosecu- 
tion. 

George G. Battle, who, with Bartow 8. 
Weeks, represents the prisoner, spent an 
hour and a half yesterday with Recorder 
Goff with a view to preventing the pre- 
sentation of his client's case to the pres- 
ent grand jury. The life of this body is 
about to expire, and it was thought the 
case would be left for its successor, which 
assembles next Monday.

In his application to Recorder Goff, 
Mr. Battle declared that Molineux was 
not allowed to be represented by counsel 
at the inquest and was not permitted to 
cross-examine witnesses nor testify in 
his own behalf, but on the contrary that 
by far the greater portion of the testi- 
mony taken was wholly illegal and im- 
proper and consisted of most flagrant 
hearsay testimony, the opinions, impres- 
sions and theories of witnesses concern- 
ing the cause of the death of Mrs. Adams,

Doctored at the Meeting of Directors 
of the National League, 


Several Changes Made In the} 


Rules and Constitution. 


Ten-Club Schedule to Be Prepared, Pending 
Disposal of St. Louis Club. 


New York, March 3.—Magnates of the 
National Baseball league, who have been 
holding their annual at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel for the past three 
days, ended their deliberations last 
night. 

During that tin 


meeting 


> they passed the Rog- 
nts to Fee onstitution with- 
out any change; passed the Brush report 
on the ipline, after making 
some important changes; adopted the re- 
port of the rules committee, after certain 
modifications had been made, and passed 
a resolution which has a direct bearing 
upon the disposition of the St. Louis 
franchise. They did not take any action 
upon the Philadelphia admission ques- 
tion, nor did they adopt a schedule for 
the coming season. 

They adjourned subject to the call of 
the president, which means that when 
they next convene business can be trans- 
acted under a three-fourths vote, instead 
of a vote of all the members, as would 
be necessary in case of a special meet- 
ing. 

As soon as the magnates got into ses- 
sion they took up thec onstitution. John 
I. Rogers of Philadelphia read his pro- 
posed amendments, and after some dis- 
cussion they were unanimously adopted 

without any material changes. 

The Boston management scored a com- 
plete victory in their fight on the rules, 
which were next discussed. The rule re- 
lating to grounds was wiped out entirely. 
Substantially all of the other rules sub- 
mitted to the league by the committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Hart, Reach and 
Hanlon, were adopted. 

The rule relating to the position of the 
catcher was passed without a dissenting 
vote. This rule prevents any catcher 
from playing outside the lines of his post 
in order to field bunting balls, 

The Brush report on the question of 
discipline was taken up and gave rise to 
much sion.

Mr. Brush’s measure in its original 
shape provides that as soon as corrob- 
rated and sworn charges had been 
made against an offender of the dig- 


cipline rules to the-président of 
leaguc, the latter was to immediately 
report the matter to the board of dis- 
cipline for its action. 

The measure as it now stands pro- 
vides, first, the making of sworn charges 
against an offender to the president of 
the league. Second, these sworn charges 
must be sent to every director of the 
league. Third, if three-fourths of the 
magnates deem the case of such a na- 
ture as to require severe action, the mat- 
ter may then be sent to the board of dis- 
cipline upon a mail vote, nine of the 12 
members of the league voting for the 
sustaining of the charges. 

The following was passed unanimous- 
ly: “Resolved, That the purchaser at 
a judicial sale of the assets of a club 
member of this league will not be en- 
titled to club membership without prop- 
or admission thereto, in accordance with 
the league's constitution.” 

The above is a quiet warning by the 
league to all intended bidders for the 
league franchise in St. Louis. 

Referring to the schedule question, 
President Young said that the members 
had looked over both the three and four- 
trip ones presented, and, while they had 
adopted neither, all hands had expressed 
themselves in favor of the four-trip plan. 

Frederick K. Sterns of Detroit was 
elected a member of the board of dis- 
cipline for three years. 

It was announced that the next meet- 
ing of the league would be held in this 
city immediately after the sale of the 
St. Louis club. It was also intimated 
that if the brown stockings passed into 
proper hands, the circuit would be cut 
down to 10 clubs, Baltimore and Cleve- 
land being the clubs that would be 
dropped. In the meantime, it is said, 
a 10-club schedule will be arranged.

One of the Points, However, Left 
to Arbitration. 


The trouble between the granite 
manufacturers association and the tool 
sharpeners at Barre was settled Thurs- 
day afternoon and the men will 
sume work today, says a dispatch of 
March 2 to the Globe. 

The settlement was brought about 
by the manufacturers agreeing to 
acept the bill of prices established by 
the joint committee, with the exception 
of article 5 relating to the hiring of 
apprentices, which is still to be in 
force pending arbitration. 

Following are the important articles 
in the new bill of prices: 

Aritcle 2—Sharpeners to be paid at 
rate of 32 cents per hour for from 11 to 
14 men. 

Article 3—Ten men or under to 
paid for at 23 cents per man per day 
or fraction thereof, 

Article 4—Shop, coal, anvil, heat in 
winter and all other necessary tools 
with the exception of hammers and 
tongs to be furnished by employers. 

Article 5—Any one firm employing 
two gangs or more of 
two journeymen sharpeners may hire 
one apprentice, and so on, at the rate 
of one apprentice to two journeymen. 
When gangs have to reduced 6ne 
journeyman may be discharged, but in 
no case can both journeymen be dis 
charged and the apprentice kept. 

The manufacturers objected to 
article 5 as it only allowed them half 
the number of apprentices as under 
the old bill, which them 
apprentice for every gang.

SIGNS OF PROSPERITY. 


Many Corporations Decide to Advance 
Wages of Employe*. 
Manville, R. L, March 3.—In keeping 


| with the general brightening tendency 


in cotton manufacturing interests, the 
announcement is made by the Manville 
company that wages if both its fac- 
tories will be increased immediately to 
practically the same basis in force pre- 
vious to the general reduction of a year 
ago last February. Fifteen hundred 
persons are benefited. 

Similar announcement is also made 
at the Berkeley mills, at Berkeley, where 
700 persons are employed. 

Every mill in the Blackstone valley, 
from Woonsocket to Providence, has 
been benefited directly by the better 
future exhibited for manufacturing. 
each receiving the full amount of the last 
general cutdown. 


Lawrence, Mass., March 2.—The Pa- 
cific mills, the largest corporation in this 
city, is to advance the wages of its em- 
ployes. The following notice was posted 
in the various departments of the mill 
today: “A new scale of wages is to be 
made for the Pacific mills, the advance 
contemplated to take effect on Monday, 
March 27, 1899."". The amount of the in- 
crease will not be announced until it 
takes effect. This action is voluntary on 
the part of the management, no request 
for an advance having been made by the 
operatives. The Pacific employs up- 
wards of 5000 hands. Most of its em- 
Ployes were affected in the 10 percent re- 
duction of one year ago. 


Manchester, N. H., March 3.—The direc- 
tors of the Amoskeag corporation voted 
yesterday to restore the wages of 1897 
after April 3.

Work May be Resumed Te- 
morrow 


Decision to be Printed in a 
Ledger Extra. 


The conference Saturday between the 
Granite Manufacturers, Granite Cutters 
and State Board of Arbitration ad- 
journed at 4 o’clock, the members of 
the State Board returning to Boston at 
that hour. 

Half an hour later an extra edition 
of the Ledger had been issued giving 
the fuJl text of the proposition sub- 
mitted by the manufacturers to the 
cutters. 

At that hour there were a number of 
granite workmen in the street near the 
Ledger office, who although they knew 
a proposition for arbitration had been 
submitted did not know how it 
read. As a result the extras met with 
a ready sale. 

The proposition as submitted by the 
manufacturers was as follows: 

The committees shall forthwith take 
up the consideration of the price list, 
any question not decided by the joint 
committees shall be referred to 
State Board of Arbitration provided 
po other Board of Arbitration be 
agreed on after three meetings of 
said joint committees on three succes- 
sive days after the joint matters of dis- 
cussion have been arrived at, and that 
each Association hereby bind them- 
selves to abide by the decision of said 
Board ; and that pending such decision 
or arbitration there shall be no strike, 
lockcut, or suspension of business, and 
that the shall resume work on 
Tuesday morning March _ iTth, 
under their blll of prices that may be 
agreed to for established arbitration.

PREPARING DEFENSES, 


——__ 


Insurgents Evidently Intend to Give 
Battle to Americans, 


Our Forces Engaged In Clear- 
ing Front of Lines. 


Rebels Sent Out Flag of Truce, but Fired on 
Americans Who Advanced. 


Manila, March 8.—10:20 a. m.—The 
Tebels are basily preparing their de- 
fenses at vurious points, and are most 
aggressive near San Pedro Macati, where 
their sharpshovters maintain a penrsist- 
ent annoyance. Scott's battery on the 
hilltop is the center of fire from both 
sides of the river. 

General Hale withdrew his outposts 
from the left bank of the stream and is 
now occupying his original position. 

Further trouble is probable in the 
vicinity of the waterwarks when the 
rebels rally; but it would be almost im- 
possible for them to interfere with the 
water supply, owing to strength of our 
position. 

The weather is several degrees hotter 
today. 

A detachment of General Hale's and 
General Wheaton's brigades was en- 
gaged for two hours yesterday morning, 
clearing the country in front of their 
lines on both sides of the river, the 
enemy concentrating with the apparent 
purpose of cutting off the garrison at the 
waterworks. 

The rebels bolted at the first sign of 
the advance, but they separated into 
small bodies whenever the covert af- 
forded Opportunity and kept up a run- 
ning fire. 

By a series of rapid advances, fol- 
lowed by flank movements, the enemy 
was completely routed as far out as 
Gaudaloupe on the right and almost to 
Mariquina on the left. 

The casualties reported are Captain 
O'Brien and two men slightly wounded. 
The rebel loss was heavy. 


Yesterday afternoon General Hale's 
brigade continued the work of driving 
out the rebels from the country between 
the reservoir and the waterworks, a dis- 
tance of about three miles. The coun- 
try is now clear on the left of the river, 
but the enemy is still in front of General 
Wheaton’'s line. 

Near San Pedro Macati they have beer 
actively attempting to make the posi- 
tions of the Sixth artillery on the hills 
untenable, their sharpshooters keeping 
up a constant fire all day. 

Private Lovejoy was killed by a stray 
bullet. Major Bell, Private Young, 


{ Private Curran and Private Sparks were 


wounded. 

Yesterday morning the enemy in front 
of General Ovenshine’s line sent out a 
flag of truce, but retired when Lieuten- 
ant Koehler, with two men, advanced to 
meet it. In the afternoon they again 
showed a white flag, and a general, with 
two officers and an interpreter, ad- 
vanced. When the Americans were 
within about 200 yards of the rebel party, 
the latter dragged rifles from behind 
their backs and opened fire upon them, 
but fortunately without effect. 

Hawthorne's battery fired two shells, 
killing several of the enemy. 

The heat is intense, especially on the 
lines, where 25 men were temporarily 
prostrated during the day. 

In accordance with instructions to the 
land and naval forces, a general order 
was issued yesterday directing the 
United States troops to give particular 
attention to the specific duty of furnish- 
ing full protection to the lives and prop- 
erty of all German, Austrian, Dutch, 
Italian and Portuguese residents and, 
with the co-operation of the resident 
German consul, to give aid and assist- 
ance whereever necessary. 


The Muscat Incident. 

London, March 8.—The parliamentary 
secretary of the foreign office, Mr. Brod- 
rick, answering a question put by 
Charles Dilke in the house of commons 
yesterday, gave a different complexion 
to the Muscat incident than the version 
which the French minister of foreign 
affairs, M. Delcasse, furnished. Mr. 
Brodrick said that by the original con- 
cession, secretly obtained in March, 
1898, France secured land upon which 
she would have been at liberty to hoist 
her flag and build fortifications. Im- 
mediately after the proceedings became 
known Great Britain declared them to 
be contrary to the treaty of 1862, and the 
sultan was required to cance] the lease, 
which was annulled.

All the Volunteer Troops Now In 
Cuba Will Be Withdrawn, 


Made Possible by Satisfactory 
Political Conditions. 


Otis’ Reinforcements Will Be Armed With 
Guns as Good as the Mauser. 


—___ 


Washington, March 9.—Orders have 
been issued at the war department for 
the Twelfth New York infantry, now at 
Matanzas, Cuba, to take passage on the 
transport Berlin for New York city, 
where it wili be mustered out. This is 
the beginning of a general movement for 
the muster out Of all the volunteer troops 
Stationed in Cuba, and indicates that 
the administration believes that the time 
has come when it can safely reduce its 
military forces in Cuba. The fact that 
the rainy season {s not far off is a potent 
reason for the early recall of the volun- 
teer troops in Cuba. 

The homeward movement will have to 
be gradual, because of the limited trans- 
portation facilities now at the disposal 
of the war department. The various 
regiments will be brought home, how- 
ever, as rapidly as the available troop- 
ships can make the trips between the 
island and various ports in the United 
States selected for their disembarkation. 

There are now about 25,000 volunteers 
in Cuba, and their withdrawal will leave 
about 15,000 regular troops there for the 
enforcement of the policy of the admin- 
istration for the establishment of a 
Stable government on the island. The 
volunteer troops now on garrison duty 
in Cuba and under muster out orders 
include the following organizations: 

Second Illinois, One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Indiana, Fourth Illinois, One 
Hundred and Sixty-first Indiana, Ninth 
Illinois, Forty-ninth Iowa, Third Ken- 
tucky, Thirty-first Michigan, Second 
Louisiana, Sixth Missouri, Eighth Mas- 
sachusetts, Twelfth New York, First 
North Carolina, Third Nebraska, Second 
South Carolina, Fourth Tennessee, 
Fourth Virginia, First Texas, Sixth Ohio, 
the Second and Third volunteer en- 
gineers, the Second and Fifth United 
States volunteer infantry, and the Sec- 
ond, Third, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thir- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth companies of the signal corps. 

As yet no orders h&ve been issued for 
the muster out of these regiments, with 
the exception of the Twelfth New York, 
but it Is expected that formal orders will 
be issued in the case of all the organiza- 
tlons named within the next few days. 

Under the present plans of the depart- 
ment it is expected that all of the volun- 
teer troops ‘vill be withdrawn from Cuba 
by or before the first of May and so es- 
cape the dangers of the fevers which 
make that country such an undesirable 
place of residence during the summer. 

The officials of the administration ex- 
press satisfaction at the present political 
state of affairs in Cuba, and are confi- 
dent of a continuance of the prevailing 
peace and good order. The troops are 
to be withdrawn on the theory that 
there is no longer need of their services 
in that country, and that the question 
of government will work out themselves 
without the presence of a large military 
force. Consequently there is no present 
purpose of replacing the volunteers with 
regular troops, but such, a course of ac- 
tion will be taken only in case it becomes 
necessary for the execution of the ad- 
ministration’s policy. 

The Second United States regular in- 
fantry has been at Anniston, Ala., for 
several weeks under orders to proceed 
to Cuba, and it is expected that that 
regiment will make the trip in a short 
time. So far as known no other troops 
are intended for service on the island 
during the coming summer. But one or 
two artillery regiments will be held in 
reserve at points on the Atlantic coast 
for such service in case some of the regu- 
lars in Cuba have to be brought home for 
a change of climate or reinforcements 
should become necessary. 


A fact in connection with the regulars 
who are now reinforcing General Otis 
in the Philippines that is giving con- 
siderable satisfaction to the war de- 
partment is that they are all armed 
with the “calibre 30" rifle, commonly 
known as the Krag-Jorgensen. 

There has been more or less uneasi- 
ness over the fact that the volunteers 
on the firing line around Manila were at 
a decided disadvantage against the na- 
tives, owing to the fact that the Fil- 
ipino Sharpshooters, armed with Maus- 
ers, could lay out of range of the Spring- 
fields, with which our volunteers were 


armed, and pot them to an extent that | 


was limited only by the bad marksman- 
ship of the natives. This was not only 
the source of a good many casualties 


' among our troops, but had a bad moral | 
effect on them, since it was very trying | 


to be continually under fire from an 
enemy who keep discreetly out of range. 

With the arrival of the regulars this 
situation will be completely changed. 


The reinforcements all have the calibre | 


20 rifle, which is practically just as good 
a gun as the Mauser, while in addition 
our regular troops are sharpshooters 
almost toaman. This is largely owing 
to the fact that for years the target am- 
munition allowance in our small army 
has been about $6 per man per annum, 
an amount no European nation has ever 
thought of spending. This does not say 
that there are not many excellent shots 
among the volunteers, and though the 
war department has no definite infor- 
mation on the subject, there is little 
doubt that the best shots among the 


volunteers Bre armed witn the new 
rifles already, 20,000 stands of these 
arms having already been sent to Gen- 
eral Otis, while there are 6000 more 
waiting his order at the Benicia arsenal. 


May Have Beneticial Effect. 
Washington, March $.—Next Tues- 
day the inhabitants of the little port 
of Puerto,Cortez, on the gulf coast of 
Honduras, will see anchored in their 
harbor the entire North Atlantic squad- 
ron of the United States. Possibly the 
appearance of the ships may stimulate 
the Honduranian government to action 
in the case of the murder of Mr. Pears, 
a native of Pittsburg, who was shot by 
a@ sentinel on account of his ignorance 
of the Spanish language The com- 
mander of the Machias has been look- 
ing into the case, but it is supposed that 
the Honduranian government has ne- 
giected our request to investigate it. 
Cuapltol Gleanings, 

Assistant Naval Consiructor Robert 
Brooke Dashiell died here yesterday of 
spinal meningitis after an illness of only 
four days. He was 39 years of age, and 
had made a remarkable success in the 
construction corps of the navy.

Crazy Antics of Soldiers,

Today two additional medical men were 
called in for consultation. = 

Kaiulani is the daughter of the late 
Princess Likelike. A. S. Cleghorn, a 
Scotchman, was her father. He is now 
living in Honolulu. She was born Oct. 
16, 1875. After the death of Kalakaua, 
when Liliuokalani ascended the throne, 
Kaiulani was declared heir apparent to 
the throne of Hawalil. This was on 
March 9, 1891. The princess was then 
in England pursuing her studies. In 
the events that have transpired here 
during the past six years, the fact that 
she was being educated in England 
worked against her chances of ever be- 
ing queen. The American element here 
Was always afraid that she would lean 
toward Britist interests as against 
American. On this account it is safe 
to say that Kaiulani would not have 
ascended the throne, even though the 
monarchy had lasted.

Good Arguments at the Hearing 
Yesterday, 


Representative Sheppard in opening 
the hearing for the city said that he 
had introduced the bill at the request 
of the Mayor. It was no new matter 
and the petitioners would show that it 
had been looked upon favorably by all 
boards of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission. It was not wholly a_ selfish 
motives,as other places w ould be bene- 
fited by it. 

City Solicitor Blackmur then took 
charge of the petition and pointed out 
the proposed route on a map. This 
route was from Hancock street to 
Squantum, thence along the shore of 
Quincy bay, through Merrymount park, 
and thence by Furnace brook valley to 
the Blue Hills reservation. 

Mayor Keith briefly reviewed the 
history of the land taken for the Blue 
Hills Reservation and the action that 
had been taken up to the present time. 
The petition was now brought to the 
Legislature as the Commission had 
said they had no funds, and it was 
only just that Quincy should have one 
more chance to present its claim. 

WILLIAM B. RICE. 

Advocated the bill, as it was toward 
the completion of a general plan of 
parkways and would result in a 
general benefit to Quincy and other 
places. It could be done now at a less 
expense than later. Options have Leen 
secured upon all the land and he be- 
lieved the cost would not exceed $100, - 
000. It was purely a Metropolitan 
matter and would add value all over 
the district. All the shore property 
should be taken for the benefit of the 
public. It would make a level way to 
within a half mile of the Reservation. 
When asked about the value of the 
land taken for the reservation, Mr. 
Rice said that in 25 years the territory 
would have been taken for residential 
purposes. The question of prospective 
value should be considered, although 
he did not urge it upon these grounds. 
It seemed to him a question where 
there could not be two opinions.

‘MUST STIFFEN CHINA 


America, England, Germany and 
Japan Can Accomplish Feat, 


| Land Grabbing Will Result In 
Quarrels and War. 


Empire Can Be Kept on Her Feet by Standing 
Up For Open Door Policy. 


London, March 9.—The Daily Mail pub- 
| lishes an interview this morning with 
| Lord Beresford. He told The Daily Mail 

interviewer he could say little about his 
tour until he had completed his volum- 
{nous report to the associated chambers 
| of commerce, which sent him on his tour; 
buf he insisted that if all the powers be- 
gan grabbing land in China, it could only 
result in quarrels and war. 

“It is absolutely necessary,"’ he said, 
“to keep China on her feet. Better stand 
up now for the open door than venture 
upon the dangerous course of spheres of 
influence. I do not suggest a cut and 
dried alliance. I do not think America 
would join such an alliance. But Amer- 
ica, England, Germany and Japan might 
agree to work together to maintain the 
open door. 

“Of the six men who direct China's 
policy four have never been outside of 
Pekin. Li Hung Chang has no real 
power. The empress dowager Is the real 
power and a very clever woman. She 
signs the popular edicts herself and 
makes the emperor sign the unpopular 
ones. The provincial rulers are more 
progressive than those at Pekin. They 
all favor the open door policy and only 
want to save China's face, but they think 
we are afraid of Russia. We must help 
stiffen China, which will not be a diffi- 
cult task.” 

A Way Ont. 

London, March 9.—The Pekin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the 
Chinese are discussing the advisability 
of making San Mun an open port, so as 
to evade Italy’s demand for a conces- 
sion. 

Terrible Tate of Cannibaliem, 

Vancouver, B. C., March 9,—Chinese 
papers received by the steamer Empress 
of India give details of the torture and 
murder of a Roman Catholic priest near 
Ichang. The priest was Father Vic- 
torian Dean Del Brouck, a Belbian. 
He was captured by thieves, who tied 
him up and fiendishly tortured him. 
One account says that as the priest 
hung from the tree to which he was tied, 
pieces were cut from his thighs and 
eaten by his tormenters. From the 
state of his body, fire was evidently 
applied to it, and slugs were fired into 
the more vital parts. Finally his body 
was cut open from the chest to the bot- 
tom of the abdomen. He was disem- 
bowled, and various organs were taken 
out and eaten by these so-called semi- 
civilized people, who at the same time 
drank his blood. He was also mutilated 
in a way that cannot bedescribed, and 
his head cut off, there being a hole in 
the top of the skull large enough to put 
one's fist in. 


Result of Foul Play. 

Toulon, March 9.—It turns out that 
the 12 dynamite cartridges found be- 
hind the Toulon arsenal are of foreign 
manufacture. M. Lockrey, minister of 
marine, in an interview regarding the 
explosion of the naval powder maga- 
zine at La Goubran, Sunday, intimates 
that the experts now have very little 
doubt that it was due to foul play. 
He thinks it was possibly caused by 
some clockwork arrangement, provided 
with a detonator, hidden in a powder 
keg. 


Kaiser Will Be Boss. 

London, March 9.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Standard, commenting 
on the resignation of Admiral von 
Knerr as commander-in-chief of the 
German navy, says: It is probable 
that the resignation is a prelude to the 
reorganization of naval control. The 
post of commander-in-chief is likely to 
be abolished, and the control of the 
navy to be placed directly under Em- 
peror William and his naval cabinet. 


Mme. Bianchin: Gets Five Years. 

Paris, March 9.—Mme. Charles Bian- 
chini, wife of the famous scenic artist of 
that name, whose trial on the charge of 
attempting to poison her husband began 
on Monday last, was yesterday sen- 
tenced to five years’ pena] servitude. As 
she was leaving the courtroom the pris- 
Oner made a futile attempt to commit 
suicide" by stabbing herself with a hat 
pin. 


Strain Was Intense, 

Boston, March 9.—George Howard 
Wood of this city received a brief letter 
from Captain Atkin of the Cunard liner 
Pavonia yesterday, which contained the 
startling information that Captain 
Atkin, while bearing up at the time of 
sending the letter, was fearful that he 
would collapse under the strain. The 
letter was mailed at Fayal, Azores. Re- 
ferring to the terrible trial which the 
ship had undergone Captain Atkin said 
that in 40 years’ experience he had met 
ith nothing equal to it. 


Failed For Over a Million. 

New York, March 9.—William Noble, 
builder, who built the Grenoble hotel, 
the Grenoble apartment house, the Em- 
pire hotel and other well known 
buildings in this city, filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy yesterday. The 
total Habilities are placed at $1,027,460, 
with no assets. Mr. Noble's failure 
was due, it was learned, to a venture in 
the newspaper field. 


Victims of Dynamite. 

Boston, March 9.—Patrick Connors, 
the victim of a dynamite explosion at 
Brighton yesterday, died at the city 
hospital at a late hour. He was thaw- 
ing out dynamite at the time he was 
hurt. Patrick Colloly, injured by an 
*xplosion of a dynamite cartridge which 
he had struck with his pick while at 
work in another district, is alive, but 
cannot recover. 


AITENTION wAS DIVERTED. 


| Terrib'e Piunge of Diver Donaldson May 


Prove to Be His Last. 

New York, March 9.—Thomas Donald- 
g0n, known the world over as a cham- 
pion diver, dived from the roof of Madi- 
son Square Garden, a distance of 85 feet, 
with probably fatal results, 

Donaldson traveled for some years 
with Barnum & Bailey, and has been the 
Star attraction at the sportsmen’s show 
now running inthe garden. He has been 
making two dives daily. The tank is 
less than eight feet deep, and on two or 
three former occasions Donaldson did 
not have the success expected and came 
out of the water with hemorrhages from 
the nose and ears. 

Harry Cornish has had charge of the 
water sports, and it was he who yester- 
day afternoon gave Donaldson the signal 
to dive. Three thousand persons were 
present and saw the diver lean from the 
platform and falling slowly forward 
make the plunge. He shot straight down- 
ward, but it was plain before he had got 
half the distance that he had lost con- 
trol of his body. He struck the water 
head first and failed tocome up. Small 
circles of blood came bubbling up from 
the bottom, and Harry Reeder, the ama- 
teur champion swimmer, and an attache 
of the garden, plunged into the water. 
The man dove several times and finally 
Reeder brought Donaldson to the sur- 
face. He was apparently dead, with 
glood flowing from mouth, nostrils and 
ears and from wounds on the head. 

Donaldson was carried to one of the 
dressing rooms and attended by several 
physicians. He was then removed to 
the New York hospital. He has a frac- 
tured skull, with compression of the 
brain, and the left side of his face is 
crushed in. The surgeons at the hospi- 
tal say that his death is only a question 
of hours. 

Witnesses of the accident say that as 
Donaldson left the platform the colors 
which were wrapped about him became 
loose. His attention was diverted, and 
he did not have his wits about him when 
he struck the water. He weighed more 
than 200 pounds, and struck with ter- 
rific force. 

Donaldson is 45 years of age. Just be- 
fore making this dive he said he in- 
tended to challenge Kearney T. Speedy, 
the champion high diver of the world. 


Bay State Lecislature, 

Boston, March %.—In the house yes- 
terday, the committee on ways and 
means reported a bill making an ap- 
propriation for continuing the work 
of exterminating the gypsy moth, and 
the suppression of the brown-tail moth. 
The same committee also presented a 
bill for the retirement of the justices of 
the supreme and superior courts. This 
bill refers particularly to the retirement 
of Chief Justice Fields of the supreme 
and Justice Mason of the superior 
court. The committee on taxation 
gave leave to withdraw the petition of 
the mayor of Lynn for legislative au- 
thority for cities and towns to receive 
partial payment of taxes on undivided 
pieces of real estate. Leave to with- 
draw on the petition for legislation rel- 
ative to the taxation of certain prop- 
erties of certain educational institutions 
was given by the same committee. 

The believers in the so-called “valued 
policy” won a signal victory in the 
house when the house refused to reject 
the bill containing that principle, in 
accordance with the report of the com- 
mittee on insurance. The bill provides 
that if an insured building is totally de- 
stroyed by fire or other accident, the 
sum insured shall be taken to be the 
value of the insured’s interest in such 
building, unless over-insurance thereon 
was fraudulently obtained. 

Some lively cross-questioning was the 
result of getting a large number of 
ardent osteopathists into the same 
hearing-room with the representatives 
of the state board of registration in 
medicine and old-school physicians. 
The osteopathists have been waiting for 
a chance to question the secretary of 
the state board, on account of his op- 
position to the bill establishing the prac- 
tice of osteopathy under the law, and 
yesterday they found it. The hearing 
was closed, but the committee will not 
report for several days. 

There was no opposition to the bill 
allowing the metropolitan park com- 
missioners to grant street railway lo- 
cations in the park system. Engineers 
and firemen attended the hearing on 
State Inspector Hawley's recommenda- 
tions regarding the classification of li- 
censes for such men, and Kepresenta- 
tive Dean encountered a good deal of 
opposition from railroad counsel when 
he argued for lower suburban fares on 
steam railroads before the railroad com- 
mittee. There were no remonstrants 
to oppose the charter of a 40-mile, 
freight-carrying street railroad from 
Waltham to Pepperell, hearings on 
which were closed. There were sev- 
eral other hearings, among them that 
at which bicycle men and others ad- 
vocated a wide-tire bill for draft wags- 
ons. 

Governor Wollcott appointed J. Cc. 
Selby of Wellfleet associate medical ex- 
aminer for the third Barnstable district. 


= Chance For Capitalists. 

New York, March 9.—Edouard C, An- 
dre, the Belgian consul at Manila, is in 
this city, trying to form a stock com- 
pany with a capital of $10,000,000, for in- 
vestment in the Philippine islands. 
“The Philippines are no place,” said M. 
Andre, ‘‘for men of little or no capital. 
But for a big syndicate there is much 
money to be made. We propose to 
build a railway in Luzon 180 miles long, 
at $20,000 a mile. The northern part of 
Luzon is very fertile, and much money 
can be made there.” 


Alleged Ontrages by Cubans. 

Havana, March 9.—A Spanish news- 
paper publishes a story to the effect 
that a party of armed Cubans is ter- 
rorizing the Spaniards at Mayori. It 
also says these Cubans have murdered 
Several Spaniards near Barajagua, and 
mentions cases of the persecution of 
Bpaniards at Calabazas. In conclu- 
sion, the newspaper asks the American 
authorities to inquire into the matter 
and to afford protection to the Span- 
lards. 


Willing to Arbitrate. 

Rio Janeiro, March 9.—The Brazilian 
government has accepted the proposal! 
of Great Britain to submit the Guiana 
boundary dispute to arbitration. Senor 
Joaquim Nabuco, former Brazillan sec- 
retary of legation in London, has been 
appointed to represent Brazi] on the 
arbitration commission. 


‘SITUATION IN SAMOA.|

Everything Is Now Quiet, Pending 
Decision of the Powers. 


Believed That They Will Stand 
by Tanus as King. 


Chief Justice Being Thwarted In Every Way 
Possible by Germans. 


Apia, Samoa, Feb. 22, via San Fran- 
cisco, March 9.—Four weeks have 
elapsed since the mail dispatches left 
here for San Francisco concerning the 
outbreak of civil war between the ad- 
herents of Malietoa Tanus and those of 
Mataafa. During this time Samoa has 
been free from any active warfare. 
The provincial government under Mat- 
aafa has not been a success. It has 
estranged the feelings of many of its 
own supporters by deportation of the 
Malietoa chiefs, and the banishment 
from Apla of all male Samoan adults 
who were on Malletoa’s side. 

All Malietoa’s followers who were not 
deported have been fined, and inoffen- 
sive natives, the. servants of whites, who 
had been in no way connected with the 
fighting, have been arrested. A sharp 
remonstrance from British Consul 
Maxse, who now has two men of war 
supporting him, has prevented a re- 
currence of this annoyance. The na- 
tives ef Uutuila have declared in favor 
of Tanus, and the deported chiefs are 
having a pleasant picnic among friends. 
Malietoa seems. to be gaining strength 
every day, and several of Mataafa's 
chief adherents have gone over to his 
side. There are not more than one- 
half of the people on Mataafa’s side, and 
{t is doubtful if more than one-third 
of the population are his active sup- 
porters. 

Among the British and Americans 
here it cannot be seen how the powers 
can act in any other way than to stand 
by Tanus as king. It is urged that if 
they do not they will deliberately break 
the Berlin treaty, and cast slight upon 
their nominee, the chief justice, and, in 
the case of Great Britain and the United 
States, they will go back on their con- 
sular representatives here, who have ac- 
knowledged Tanus as king. 

Mataafa and the chiefs know all 
this, and they are anxious to prevent 
their followers from doing anything at 
present whereby Mataafa’s chances of 
being king may be endangered. Mat- 
aafa himself is perplexed and uneasy. 

The German consul has received a 
cable from Germany directing him to 
recognize the authority of Chief Jus- 
tice Chambers, and to withdraw from 
the stand he and Dr. Raffel had taken 
in regard to the supreme court. This 
news has discouraged Mataafa, and, in 
addition, the United States consul has 
written to the effect that, notwithsand- 
ing rumors around Apia, the United 
States has not recognized Mataafa as 
king, and that the consul has nothing on 
the matter from his government, and is 
awaiting dispatches. 


The chief justice, although now recog- 
nized by the German consul under in- 
structions from Germany, is still being 
thwarted in every possible way by the 
Germans. Dr. Raffel was cited by the 
chief justice for contempt, but declined 
to come to court and placed himself un- 
der the protection 0& the German consul. 
He was arrested by the. marsha! of the 
court, but on his refugal to go, no at- 
tempt Was made toforcehim Thechief 
justice rested content with having 
brought the matter to this issue. Herr 
Von Bulow was also cited for contempt 
and disputed the jurisdiction of the 
court on the same ground as Dr. Raffel. 
The German consul interposed his pro- 
test, but Bulow nevertheless has been 
summoned to appear in two weeks. 

H. Moors, an American, apologized to 
the court for writing a threatening let- 
ter and was purged ofcontempt. Herr 
Grosscuhl! still remains-in the German 
consulate and will not venture out for 
fear of arrest by the court officers. 

Everybody is anxiously awaiting the 
fecision of the powers and in the mean- 
time it is not thought there will be any 
further disturbance. 

The Associated Press correspondent, 
shortly after the seizure of the Samoan 
government by Mataafa, had an inter- 
view with the noted. chief. Mataafa, 
when asked why he had been proclaimed 
king, said that Malletoa Tapute, being 
dead, the Samoans had a right to elect 
a new king, and he was chosen. Ac- 
cording to Mataafa's views this was not 
in violation of the Berlin treaty, and in 
the version of the treaty printed in 
Samoa there is no stipulation made by 
Count Bismarc® that Mataafa should 
never be king. Mataafa admitted, how- 
ever, that he had been warned that there 
was a stipulation against his being king, 
and said he had approached the German 
consul about the matter. The consul! had 
said that Germany had forgotten the 
past and now had no objection to his be- 
coming king. The protocol which con- 
tains the stipulation against Mataafa 
Was not attached to the treaty printed 
for the Samoang Mataafa declared 
that he sought to be king so as to bring 
peace to Samoa.

Good Afternoon. 


It is not often that gentlemen, busy 
in their private business, attend hear- 
ings in such large numbers as on 
Thursday, in opposition to measures 
proposed by the Mayor of a city. 
When it is a boulevard or something 
that is of benefit to individuals as well 
as the city, it is reasonable to expect 
that there will be a large number 
present in favor of the improvement, 
but these hearings were different. 
These gentlemen thought the bills 
would work aninjury to the city, and 
they showed their loyalty to Quincy by 
sacrificing private interests for the pub- 
lic good. Personally they had nothing 
to gain. When the City Council voted 
to cooperate with the Mayor to secure 
the enactment of his bills, it was 
reasonable to suppose that the legisla- 
tive branch of our city represented the 
people, but their constituency seems to 
have vanished. With scarcely an ex- 
ception all those in favor of the peti- 
tions were connected with the city 
government, and most of them ap- 
pointees of the Mayor. The City 


Council should look to its laurels, and 
a ests its duty, collectively and in- 


dividually, and not beled by any one 
member. 


The explanatory letter of Major 
Morrison in Thursday’s ledger, relative 
to Camp Wetherill and the reports con- 
cerning the Fifth Massachusetts regi- 
ment, was an excellent one, and would 
seem to brush away all troubles, but 
the fact remains that the men have 
grievances. If it was the intention of 
the volunteers to remain soldiers for 
life, it might be necessary to contioue 
the strictest of military discipline, but 
when the regiment is not in the en- 
emy’s country, and is expected to be 
mustered out, it does not seem neces- 
sary to put out full guards on bluster- 
ing cold and stormy nights, and to ex- 
act other duties which are required only 
in the Fifth. Other regiments in the 
same camp may not be as well disci- 
plined as the Massachusetts regiment, 
but they have been allowed more com- 
forts. 

The Mayor has an excellent chance 
to put in practice his idea of refunding 
or extending the municipal debt by 
vetoing that part of the $1,000 loan 
order passed by the City Council this 
week which provides that the entire 
eum shall fall due next year. It has 
already been pointed out that the ma- 
turing municipal debt of 1900 is $63,- 
000, and it will not take many one 
year loans of $1,000, $2.000 and $3,000 
to make the total as large in 1900 as 
this year or even $100,000. All these 
small loans should be grouped into one 
or two loan orders and extented over a 
period of years. If the money is 
needed immediately let it be appro- 
priated, with the proviso that the 
money shall be raised later in the year 
when the orders have accumulatad,

Court of Inquiry Probing Into Mys- 
teries of Packing Honses, 


Witnessed Operation of Kill- 
ing and Canning. 


Everything Appeared to Be Conducted In a 
Manner Satisfactory to Them. 


Chicago, March 10.—The court of in- 
quiry to examine the beef question be- 
gan its work yesterday in thiscity, where 
located the plants of the packers 
which had the contracts for supplying 
the army with animal food. 

A short executive session was held at 
the army headquarters in the Pullman 
building, and it resulted in a decision to 
defer the taking of testimony until af- 
ter an inspection had been made of the 
packing houses at the stock yards where 
the refrigerated beef and canned beef are 
prepared. 

The whole day was spent at the stock 
yards, and the going over of the 400 acres 
of floor space in one of the establish- 
ments was all the court was able to do. 
The court began in the killing room. The 
next place visited was the cooling room. 
Here were 
which had

found several halves of beef 
ondemned, either be- 
cause the beef badly bruised or 
gave evidence that the animal had had 
tuberculosis. This condemned beef had 
been placed by itself, and while the court 
Was present men Came into remove it to 
the rendering tanks preparatory to turn-

ing it into a fertilizer. The court ex- 
amined these tanks carefully, possibly 
in view of the statements that the car- 


ad thro ithem. There cer- 
tainly was no evidence of such passage. 
From this room the court was taken to 
the one in which the meat is prepared for 
canning and saw the men at work cut- 
ting up the meat. The next room visited 
Was the canning department. Here the

cooked meat Ww brought in in huge 
caldrons, deposits on a platform and 
put into cans by machinery, the cans re- 
moved and sealed, only a pinhole being 
left open on the top. Next the cans were 
put under an iron tank, where they were 
Subjected to heat of 250 degrees—the 


sterilizing process 


While the court was in this room a 
number of cans of roast beef, which had 
an old appearance, and which it was 
said had been in Porto Rico, were 


opened. The meat inside was good, and 
the members of the court tasted it, but, 
of course, expressed no opinion. Sub- 
sequently, the court was shown through 
the printing, packing and _ other 
branches, and also witnessed the ship- 
ment of a lot of refrigerator beef. Bar- 
ring the killing room, everything about 
the establishment was very clean. 
Before leaving the yards, the court 
went to the bureau of animal industry, 
a branch of the department of agricul- 


ture, and obtained some information 
from W. S. Devoe, who is in charge. 
They read the law governing the in- 


spection of animals, and inquired as to 
the details of the work of inspection. 
Inspectors stationed in the yard 
proper, and they condemn any diseased 
cattle they see and that are unhealthy 
on view. The inspectors at the pack- 
ing houses supplement their work by 
éxamining the carcasses after slaughter, 
and throw out any bearing evidence of 
pulmonary trouble. 

The court will go to the stock yards 
again today, and spend the entire day 
there in going over three other packing 
houses. It is quite positive that the 
evidence taken will be confined to that 
of the foremen, or workmen who have 
personal knowledge of the preparation

of the refrigerated beef and canned 
roast beef for consumption. No wit- 
nesses have yetgbeen subpoenaed. 


While the board mie hear any one who 
appears, it is probable that it will not 


continue the line of inquiry followed 
at Washington.

Benator Caffery Says It Is Not Too 
Late te Repair Wrong Done by It, 


Public Men Should Heed De- 
mands of Constituents. 


Voice of the People Smothered by the Power 
of the Machine. 


Boston, March 10.—The Massachusetts 
Reform club gave a dinner last evening 
at Youneg’s hotel, complimentary to 
United States Senator Donelson Caflery 
of Louisiana, “in recognition of his ser- 
vices to sound money and sound pol- 
itics.”’ Such was printed in old Eng- 
lish type on the outer cover of the red, 
white and blue ribboned menu card. 

On the inner page of the card was a 


partial record of the votes in the sen- 
ate cast by Mr. Caffery. 

One hundred and twenty-five gentle- 
men, representative of the common- 


wealth, listened with interest to an ad- 
dress by the senator on “The Duty of a 


| Publie Man to Himself, to His State or 


District, and to the Nation.” 

President Storey, in his introductory 
remarks, said that Senator Caffery had 
just told him that it was 46 years since 
he had keenin Boston. Mr. Storey took 
this fact as a basis for a comparison 
between then and now politically. 

Senator Caffery spoke to the toast 
“The duty of a public man to himself, 
to his district or state, and to his coun- 
try." In part, he said: “Duty and 
truth are synonymous in the sense that 
uses them. Every man 
erects an ideal standard to be his guide 
in the affairs of this world. When he 
is true to that standard, he is true to 
himself. If he is true to himself, true 
to the standard of duty, he cannot be 
false to a private trust, or to a public 
obligation. Our simple minded an- 
cestors left the shores of the old world 
with the set purpose of living ina new 
world freedom, ‘They builded, in 
the course of time, a government whose 
corner stone rests upon “The consent of 
the governed.” They have, into every 
state government erected beneath the 
folds their starry banner, incorpo- 
rated this living principle of self-gov- 
ernment They have widened their 
borders so as to embrace a vast extent

| of practically coterminous territory and 


erected it into sovereign states, where 
this self-governing principle is recog- 
niz and enforced. 

“Not until the fires of liberty cease to 
burn; not until our race forgets its 
inheritance of freedom; not until that 
‘eternal vigilance, which is its price,’ 
sleeps on its post, bedrugged with im- 
perialism and expansion and all the 
parasites and crawling things of tyran- 
ny and empire, will this energizing, es- 
sential principle leave our breasts and 
cease to be a governing principle of our 
republic. 

“When that time comes, Mr. Chair- 
man, let the destiny that overtakes the 
degenerate, the power-loving, the wor- 
shippers of Mammon, the followers of 
Moloch, overtake us, as surely it will 
overtake us. The principle of self-gov- 
€rnment. is our coliseum—while it 
stands, our republic shall stand; when 
it falls, liberty shall perish from the 
earth.’ 

“It is left, sir, in the closing hours of 
the nineteenth century, to clothe tyran- 
ny and criminal aggression in the cast 
off clothes of Asiatic and Egyptian fa- 
talisin. Are we to take for the guide 
of our national life the enlightened fac- 
tor of a living, human conscience, or the 
dark counsel of a dead fatalism? Shall 
nature and free will both be bound in 
the ‘chain of destiny?’ Ah, sir, thestar 
of has lured conquerors and 
states to ruin. It is not too late to 
repair the wrong of the treaty of Paris. 
The better sense of the American peo- 
ple, not the promoters, the jobbers, the 
franchise hunters, the place men, the 
searchers after glory, may come to the 
rescue of our imperilled institutions. 
God grant they may come soon. 

“The duty of the legislator to his 
state and to his country consists, first, 
in squaring every act and vote with the 
constitution, which he is sworn to sup- 
port; second, in performing every act 
and giving every vote, in all constitu- 
tional legislation, under the sanction 
and approval of an honest conviction 
of right. Neither flattery nor threats, 
nor censure, must sway him from the 
right. His party may condemn, con- 
ventions and meeting may censure, 
friends and enemies alike try to per- 
suade, but conscience and judgment 
must rule. 

“The curse of any free country is 
moral cowardice in its representatives. 
A sign of evil portent on the part of 
the constituencies, ruled by machines 
and bosses, is a disposition to make 
cheats and hypocrites of their repre- 
sentatives. Instead of striking out 
boldiy for principle and right, many 
basely pander to error and false doc- 
trine for place and pelf. The power 
of the machine is smothering the voice 
of the people, and chaining the repre- 
Sentatives to the chariot of the boss 
as a slave to do his bidding. 

“Not long can a representative hold 
position against the public disapproval 
of his views. The remedy is in the 
hands of the constituency. An honest 
constituency will have an honest Tep-

SPRING COSTUME OF BLUE NUN’S VEILING FROM HARPER'S BAZAR 


The costume is made of Pastel blue veiling in combination with foulard of 
a creamy yellow hue. The skirt represents the new simulated overdress design. 
The upper part has a centre seam both back and front but may be made if de- 
sired, with the back seam upon a fold of the goods and opening in front. The 
back opening will usually be found preferable. Trimming of any preferred 
variety may garnish the front seam, In the present instance soutache braid 
ornaments are the medium selected. The upper skirt ends where the ordinary 
tunic would end and here a circular ruflle is applied under the edge of the upper 
skirt. This skirt may be made over a model skirt or may be worn with drop 
skirt. The bodice modelled upon lining pattern of a model waist fits perfectly 
to the form. ‘The lower part is covered with the foulard, and forms a cuirasse 
above which are four folds of the same material. The bolero is slashed into 
square scollops in the front, and outlined with soutache. The fastening of the 
bodice is at the left sholder and left side seam under the arm. In making a 
bolero it should be borne in mind that those dainty little ornamental jackets 
are always left free from the under arm waist seams, and are only joined 
to the waist at the shoulder. This is done in order that bolero {may be slightly 
stretched over the under bodice, and a better fit thereby may be secured. The 
proper cut of the costume can be obtained only by use of the cut paper patterns

Jack was killed, 
xis body furnished the party with 
pounds of meat. Shouldering their 
provisions, the men set out up stream 
throngh a heavy rain. Jack’s flesh was 
diseased, but hunger drove away their 
scruples. 

On Sept. 14 Lieutenant Castner or- 
dered the abandonment of blankets and 
everything except firearms and food. 
The clothing of the men was in shreds, 
and Lieutenant Castner’s feet were 
wrapped in canvas, his shoes having 
given out days before. A small slice of 
bacon, with coffee, formed the break- 
fast, everything else being gone. With 
the hope of seeing the tributaries of the 
Yukon, a mountain 8,500 feet high was 
scaled. No open country was found, 
and, with no strength to climb and no 
provisions, the party turned back, hop- 
ing to get some game. 

On Sept. 17 an old wolf and three 
young ones were encountered. Private 
Blitch killed one of the younger ones. 
The animals were at first thought to be 
Indian dogs. The wolf meat was found 
to be excellent, tasting very much like 
mutton. A raft was built on Sept. 18, 
and on the 19th the party started down 
the river. Rounding a sharp turn, the 
raft was thrown with great force under 
a huge timber jam. Private Blitch and 
Lieutenant Castner were caught in the 
timbers. McGregor could not swim and 
was ordered to get off the raft on to 
the jam, while Lieutenant Castner and 
Blitch, up to their shoulders in the 
swift current, tried to rescue the guns 
and provisions. They gave up the effort 
and had to help each other to reach the 
shore. Everything was lost 

Ten miles below were the remnants 
of a dead mule. Lieutenant Castner 
made the distance in his stocking feet. 
The mule’s body was found to be badly 
decomposed, and little of it had been 
left by ravens and wolves. On the 
morning of Sept. 20 the three men, 
with some of the mule meat, set out for 
an Indian village 65 miles away.

Granite Manufacturers and Gutters Come to an 


QUINCY DAILY L 


Agreement---Work fo be Resumed Tomorrow. 


It is a source of gratifieation to the} 
citizens in general, throughout the} 
city that the threatened prolonged 
labor trouble in the granite industry | 
has been averted and that the men will} 
return to work tomorrow. This con- | 
clusion was reached Saturday night or} 
rather Sunday morning at a meeting of 
the two committees. 

The committees of seventeen members | 
each met Saturday evening at the | 
rooms of the Granite Manufacturers in 
Durgin & Merrill’s block and immedi- 
ately took up the consideration of the 
bill of prices. Hour after hour, the 
two committees discussed the several | 
changes desired. Both meant business 
and at 4 o’clock or thereabouts when 
an adjournment was reached, practi- 
cally everything, as far as the bill of | 
prices was concerned, had been agreed | 
upon, 

The minimum price per hour for day | 
work, which has been the one bone of | 
contention, and for which the manu- 
facturers offered 25 cents, and the 
cutters demanded 30 cents, was settled | 
for 28 cents: This clause now reads. 

“The pay of a competent skilled 
workman shall be 30 cents per hour, but 
in cases where a workman cannot earn 
that amount on the basis of this price 
list he may be employed at his average 
rate per hour, to be in no case less 
than 28 cents. 

‘*When the two parties cannot agree 
on the price of work not specified, he 
may be paid by the hour at his average 
rate, however in no case less than 28 
cents. 


CHANGES IN BILL.

POPULATION OF CUBA

Will Be Ascertained by a Careful 
Census by the United States, 


No Government Has Yet Been 
Recognized by Us. 


Administration Unconcerned Regarding Action 
of the ‘Cuban Assembly.” 


Washington, March 14.—The admin- 
istration has decided to take a census of 
Cuba as complete and careful as that 
taken in the United States. A censusis 
found to determine who are 
citizens and qualified to vote at elec- 
tions, before an election is held to estab- 
lish a representativegovernment. This 
censue will not be taken through or by 
any organization claimnig to be repre- 
sentative of the Cuban people, but by 
the authority and under the direction 
of the military authorities of the United 
States government, assisted by such offi- 
cers as may be necessary to carry on the 
work. 

The government of the United States 
has not recognized any assembly or or- 
ganization, person or faction in Cuba as 
authority to speak for the Cuban people. 
It will continue to deal with individuals 
and municipalities as it finds them. 
No government has been recognized, and 
none will be until one has been con- 
stiluted which is representative of the 
cilizenship of the whole island. 

The action of the “Cuban assembly” 
has given the government at Washing- 
ton no concern whatever. It is Known 
that the $4,000,000 now on its way to 
Cuba will be acceptable to the soldiers 
of the Cuban arniy. It matters not 
whether Gomez has been deposed or not, 

whether he accepts his deposition,

by United States officers. Gomez has 

been the agent through which the nego- 

tiations Were carried on. The acquiesc- 

ence of the “Cuban assembly" was not 
sought, nor in any way considered. 

The payment of the $3,000,000 to the 
Cuban soldiers will form a basis of the 
proposed considerable in- 
formation concerning the Cubans will be 
taken at that time. The name, resi- 
proposed residence, and other 
personal history of each Cuban soldier 
will be taken when he gets his money 
and gives up hisgun. Thisinformation 
also will be of use in the future, should 
it happen that the men who are thus 
paid fail to kep their parole and maintain 
the The muster rolls and pa- 
pers connected with all the Cuban or- 
ganizations also will become the prop- 
erty of the United States, and be re- 
tained for future use. When the com- 
plete census is taken the same informa- 
tion concerning each citizen will be ob- 
tained as that obtained from each sol- 
dier.

Cavite’s Big Navy Yard, 

Washington, March 14.—It is said to 
be the intention of the navy department 
to send 1000 marines to Cavite to take 
care of the navy’s interests there. Itis 
the purpose to send a colonel in com- 
mand of these men. This seems to be 
a very large number of marines to sta- 
tion at one navy yard, but the explana- 
tion is that the Cavite station is the 
largest in the possession of the United 
States, including about 70 square miles 
of lafd, with 13 miles of water front. 
On the government lands are many 
squatters and small towns, and a large 
number of men will be required to 
thoroughly police this territory. The 
work of repairing the three Spanish gun- 
boats raised in Manila bay is reported to 
be progressing rapidly at Hong Kong.

Coal For Dewey, 
Washington, March 14.—The equip- 
ment bureau of the navy department is 
now loading at Newport News 5000 tons 
of coal to be taken to Manila. This coal 
will go through the Suez canal and 
thence to Admiral Dewey’s fleet. The 
department has shipped 40,000 tons to 
Manila since the war began, mostly from 
Newport News or Baltimore. The coal 
rent by steamers goes through Suezcanal 
and that in sailing vessels around the 
Cape of Good Hope. The trip through 
the canal takes about 50 days and the 
sailing vessels make the voyage in five 
months. The coal for Honolulu is sent 
by the way of Cape Horn. Nearly all 
the sailing vessels used are American, 
while most of the steamers are British. 

Volunteers Coming Home. 

Washington, March 14.—The war de- 
partment has determined to muster out 
and bring home all the volunteers now ifn 
with the exception of the volun- 
teer engineers andimmunes. The neces- 
sity for immediate action has been 
brought to the attention of the war de- 
partment on account of the quarantine 
regulations against Cuba, which go Into 
effect about May 1, and which are ¢s- 
pecially strict at all southern ports. 
When the troops are brought to this 
country they must under the law be 
mustered out in Untted States camps, 
nd they will no doubt be brought to 

gamps nearest their homes. 

Mustered Out. 
Washington, March 14.—By the direc- 
tion of the president, an order was is- 
sued mustering out a large number of 
general and staff officers of the volun- 
teer army. The officers who have not 


been mustered out Will be retained ror 
wervice under the provision of the re- 
organization law. The general officers 
mustered out yesterday are as follows: 
Major General Keifer, Brigadier Gen- 
erals Arnold, Alexander, Kennington, 
Snyder, Randall, Sheridan, Douglas, 
Boynton, McKibben, Carpenter and 
Humphreys. 


The President's Outing. 
Washington, March 14.—President and 
Mrs. McKinley and a party of friends left 
the city last night for a vacation of 10 
flays or two weeks at Thomasville, Ga., 
where the train is scheduled to arrive at 
¢ o'clock this afternoon. The trip is 


made aboard a splendid train of Pullman 
cars, perfect in equipment, with every 
provision for the comfort and safety of 
the party. Ten minutes before train 
time President and Mrs. McKinley went 
aboard the train and greeted those who 
accompanied them on the trip. These 
{ncluded Vice President and Mrs. Ho- 
bart, Master Hobart, Senator and Mrs. 
Hanna, Miss Hanna and Miss Phelps, 
Dr. J. M. Rixey, George B. Cortelyou, 
assistant secretary to the president, and 
B. S. Barnes, one of the executive clerks. 
Many Wish to Remain, 

Washington, March 14.—It is expected 
that General Otis will be authorized tc 
organize three or four regiments of the 
provisional army out of the volunteers 
from the various states now at Manila 
when the time comes for mustering out 
of the volunteers. All the volunteers, it 
is stated at the war department, do not 
want to come home, having the Ameri- 
can determination not “to retreat while 
under fire.” 

Aguinaldo's Envoys Depart, 

Washington, March 14.—Senors Lopez 
and Losada, the members of the Fili- 
pino junta who remained in Washington 
On account of the illness of Losada after 
Agoncillo’s flight, departed for New 
York yesterday. They will sall for 
Europe tomorrow. 


Way State Legislature, 

Boston, March 14.—A bill for the re- 
construction of the Malden bridge in 
Charlestown on the road to Everett, over 
the Mystic river, was reported in the 
house yesterday. It names $290,000 as 
the amount to be expended, the bridge 
to be 60 feet wide. The following bills 
were also reported: For licensing lunch 
wagons, in a new draft; a bill to give 
jurisdiction In inquest cases when the 
body is found within 50 rods of the boun- 
daries of the district of a court in the 
State; a bill transferring the control of 
the water department of the city of 
Quincy to the commissioner of public 
works; one authorizing the city of Wo- 
burn to increase its water debt; a bill 
authorizing the city of Cambridge to 
issue bonds for $500,000 for a park loan, 
and a bill vesting the powers of the trus- 
tees of the water board sinking fund of 
the same city in the hands of the sinking 
fund commissioners or of a special 
board; a bill to allow the town ¢ 4 Jouth- 
bridge to construct a system of sewer- 
age.

The lecture by Mrs. Alice Freeman 
Palmer at the Woodward Institute last 
evening, was all that might be ex- 
pected of an educated, accomplished 
woman with her reputation as a pub- 
lic educator and speaker. It was a 
rare delight to listen to one so thor- 
oughly prepared upon her subject, so 
cultivated in speech and manner, and 
whose entire address was lighted up 
with .a sweet and bright spirit of 
optomism, that made it, while able, 
convincing and classical, yet still most 
womanly and persuasive.

women for a higher education, since 
the death of the founder, Dr. Wood- 
ward, Mrs. Palmer said the doors of 
educational institutions in America 
and Europe were nwo standing wide 
open for women and that even the 
great professors went out to meet and 
teach them.

time, and the highwayman, calling upon 
his companions, started on the run down 
street with Colby In hot pursuit. Celby 
fired five shots at the men, but not one 


took effect. One of the men, how- 
ever, had dodged behind a tree, and 
when the officer went by he stepped 


out and fired. His aim was consider- 
ably better than the officer's, for Colby 
went to the ground with a bullet through 
his thigh, and only an empty revolver to 
protect him. Before the man could give 
him more than one blow on the head, 
Officer Donahue came up on the men, 
missing the two fleeing highwaymen al- 
together, ‘olby’s assailant, seeing the 
turned sharp off the street, and, 
running through a fleld, jumped a barb- 
wire fence.

MADE A GREAT SCOOP, 


Ofticers Capture Ten Alleged Shovers 
of the Queer at Boston, 


Secret Service Agents Were 
Long on Their Track. 


Headquariers of Extensive Operators Believed 
fo Be In New York. 


Boston, March 15.—Government 
agents, assisted by the local police, have 
arrested ten persons, all Italians, on 
the charge of passing counterfeit $5 
treasury notes. The secret service men 
believe the notes were made in New 
York, and were sent to this city to be 


passed. They have obtained between 
$5000 and $10,000 worth of bad paper. 
The arrests were very cleverly made, 


nine in this city and one in Lynn. 

While, through various means, the 
government officials claim to have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining nearly $10,000 worth 
of the notes from nearly all the arrested 
parties at different times, no bad money 
was found on any of them yesterday, 
and a careful search of what is believed 
to be the headquarters in this city failed 
to disclose any of the counterfeiting 
paraphernalia, 

The service agents, however, 
did not expect to find any dies or plates 
in this city, for every indication points 
to New York as the issuing point.

FIGHTING UNDER DIFEICULTIES. 


Wheaton'’s Brigade Slowly Clearing Out 
the Rebels at Pasig, 

Manila, March 15.—General Wheaton’'s 
brigade continues the work of clearing 
out the rebels about Pasig. 

The Washington volunteers have cap- 
tured and burned Patores, meeting with 
a sharp fire from the enemy while cross- 
ing the river. 

Today's fighting was like that of the 
past week, the insurgents occasionally 
making a stand, but eventually fleeing. 
Their loss is supposed to have been small, 
@s the Americans were unable to see the 
enemy in the thickets. 

The progress of the American advance 
is slow. 

Late yester@ay General Wheaton’'s col- 
umn encountered the enemy in such 
force between Pateros and Taguig as 
to necessitate a change in the original 
plans. 

The cavalry attacked a rebel strong- 
hold in the jungle, driving the enemy into 
Pateros. The Americans had one man 
killed and three wounded. 

Scott's pattery shelled the town and 
woods effectively. 

Later the enemy crossed the rjver from 
Pasig. Two companies of the Second 
Oregon infantry cleared the right bank 
after a sharp engagement and then re- 
tired with three wounded. In the mean- 
time the Washington volunteers closed 
in, driving small bodies of the rebels 
back upon Pateros. One man was killed. 

During the night the enemy burned 
the town of Pasig. .

THE GASTILIAN'S END. | 


New Steamer Has Broken In Two on 
the Treacherous Gannet Ledge. 


Cause of the Accident May 
Never Be Known. 


Variation of Compasses In That Locality May 
Have Been a Factor. 


Yarmouth, N. S., March 15.—The Allan 
line steamer Castilian, which was 
wrecked on Gannet ledge Sunday morn- 
ing, while bound from Portland for 
Liverpool, via Halifax, has broken in 
two just beneath the bridge. She is 
lying in practically the same position 
as when she struck. Both ends of the 
ship have sagged considerably, and the 
sSalvers are working rapidly in order to 
save everything of value before a storm 
approaches. 

It appears to be the opinion among 
mariners here that the cause of the ac- 
cident to the Castilian will probably 
never be known. According to the 
weight of evidence gathered from those 
on board the vessel, who have been seen 
here, six hours after leaving Portland 
the vessel made Martinious light, just 
where the compasses told the officers 
they ought to have madeit. From this 
point the course was shaped as usual 
and the steamer proceeded. Sheshould 
have been far off the land and well clear 
of Cape Sable when she suddenly went 
on the ledge. It is probable that, as 
has been the case in many a previous 
disaster, this one will be attributed to 
the fatal, almost irrestible indrift at 
the entrance to the bay of Fundy. 

In an interview with J. D. Huntington, 
manager of the Cream Pott gold mineat 
Pembroke, a few miles from Yarmouth, 
some facts were disclosed which it is be- 
lieved are worthy of investigation. 

Mr. Huntington says that some change 
is taking place in this part of the prov- 
ince, which renders compasses at all 
times uncertain. He first found this 
out about a year and a half ago, when 
with Mr. Christie of Halifax, who was 
running out the lines of some gold areas 
for the provincial mining department, 
‘they found there was a variation in the 
compass of five degrees from one ex- 
treme to the other, the instrument being 
of the best, and it has since been found 
that others were similarly affected. 


Captain Barrett is almost alone on the 
wreck of the Castilian. Water rises and 
falls fore and aft throughout the steam- 
er, and the surf roars about her omi- 
nously and spray drenches the decks. 
The great weight of ship and cargo and 
the wildness of the situation makes the 
Position highly perilous. She threatens 
to break up at any moment, and the sea 
is so rough no boat can approach with- 
out risk.

EUROPE’S DANGEROUS RIVAL 


e Austrian View of United States 
Trade Competition. 

The Austrian view of United States 
trade competition is the subject of a re- 
cent report of Consul Baebr at Kehl to 
the state department. Dr. Alexander 
Peez, a Viennese authority on political 
economy, devoted a recent paper to the 
subject, in whieh he referred to Amer- 
ica as ‘‘Europe’s most dangerous rival,’’ 
and said they could not give enough 
attention to the Onited States. ‘‘It is 
not known yet,’’ said Dr. Peez, ‘how 
we will be able to make up for the loss 
of our sugar export to America. The 
balance of trade will be still more to 
their benefit when they are able to pro- 
duce enough sugar in Cuba and Porto 
Rico to supply their needs. This will 
probably take them about seven years. 
We shall have to make good use of this 
time.’’ Dr. Peez spoke also of the paper 
industry and referred to the past, when 
some of the English newspapers were 
printed cn Austrian paper. ‘‘Now,’’ he 
added, ‘‘the United States has wrested 
this trade from us and is already sup- 
plying most of the paper used in Eng- 
land.”’ 

Iron, machinery and cottonseed oil 
were also mentioned as instances of 
American inreads on the European mar- 
ket. In the course of his remarks Dr. 
Peez dwelt upon the wonderful rapidity 
with which the Americans, in their 
war with Spain, increased and equipped 
their navy. In America, he said, the

He repeated what he has been advocat- 
ing for years—that the countries of the 
European continent would have to form 
a coalition to protect themselves against 
This plan is also

by Dr. Peez, Consul Baehr adds, are fre- 
quently uttered by men in prominent 
public office and published by the press 
of Austria-Hungry, as well asof Ger- 
many.

Marvelous Skill Displayed In Some 
Recent Buffetings With Storms, 
The courage, skill and the happy re- 

sults of the efforts of the crews of the 

Pavonia and Bulgaria to save their 

ships furnish two remarkable exhibi- 

tions of fine seamanship. The emperor 
of Germany has sent the high order of 

Hohenzollern to the master of the Ger- 

man ship, Captain Schmidt, and the 

English board of trade will give a dis- 

tinct expression of their appreciation to 

the master of the Pavonia. 

These two ships were knocked about 
on the high seas for three weeks, help- 
less by reason of the breaking down of 
machinery and in both cases deprived 
of the use of their rudders and with 
some of their compartments filled with 
water. Nevertheless they were faced 
up to the storm, kept afloat and finally 
reached port in distress, itis true, but, 
despite their hardships and perils, with 
their passengers and crews alive. 

Their story outrivals the tales of 
Cooper, Melville, Clark Russell and 
Marryat not because it is merely true, 
but by reason that it deals with a con- 
dition of sea life which those sailors 
and writers had not knit into their 
Homeric fictions. These great iron 
hulks— machine boxes—with cargo 
spaces depending upon a bolt or a rivet 
being disabled, are transformed by the 
skill of their sailors into ships that 
come to harbor at last and show that 
seamanship is no lost art even in this 
age of iron, steel and steam.—Philadel- 
phia Times. . 


WELDING OF COPPER. 


Lost Secret Said to Have Been Dis- 
covered In St. Louis, 

A young Norwegian working in a St. 
Louis machine shop claims to have dis- 
covered one of the lost arts, that of 
welding copper. The other day a speci- 
men piece of welding was exhibited by 
C. W. Marshall of St. Louis, a friend of 
the young mechanic, who for the pres- 
ent withholds his name and the secret 
of his process. 

He has been experimenting for five 
years and after almost giving up hit 
upon the idea accidentally. He was ex- 
perimenting to temper copper, and in 
disgust threw a piece of the warm 
metal on the floor. When he picked it 
ap, it was perfectly welded to a small 
piece of steel. The copper had been 
treated by a liquid not intended for the 
purpose, but which proved the material 
to render it possible to be welded. 

He repeated the experiment several 
times, each time employing a larger 
piece of metal and meeting with the 
same success. He shows how the weld- 
ing is accomplished in his little machine 
shop, but will not disclose the nature 
of the materials used until he has se- 
cured a patent on hissecret. The speci- 
men shown was perfect, the two metals 
apparently being drawn together with 
the solidity of one substance. —Chicago 
Times-Herald.

The Treaties May Be Signed 
Within Three Months. 


Negotiations With Great Britain May Be Ended 
For the Present. 


Washington, March 15.—Negotiations 
for reciprocity treaties with Germany 
and France have been resumed, and 
there js still a prospect that a treaty 
may be negotiated with Great Britain 
covering the British West Indies. These 
several treaty negotiations were inter- 
rupted some months ago by the service 
Mr. Kasson, our reciprocity commis- 
sioner, was obliged to give to the Cana- 
dian commission. As this work is closed, 
Mr. Kasson is free to resume the nego- 
tlations with the other countries.

M. Cambon is awaiting further statis- 
tical information, and It is expected that | 
active negotlations will proceed in about 
two weeks. 

The German negotiations have been| 
resumed on a rather broad scale, 

Secretary Hay himself is carrying the} 
matter forward, the detailed work on 
schedules not having been taken up as 
yet by Mr. Kasson. Whether the ne- 
gotiations will prove successful it is too 
early to predict, although both sides, 
particularly the Germans, express their 
hope that a treaty will result within the 
next three months.

Admiral Canevaro then covered events 
already known, explaining that Signor 
Martino’s action had been disavowed 
because his ¥¢itimatum contravened an 
agreement with England that only in 
the event of Sir Claude McDonald, Brit- 
ish minister at Pekin, being unable to 
induce the Chinese foreign office to take 
back Signor Martino’s first note, should 
Italy resume liberty of action in order 
to obtain reparation. He expressed 
confidence in the ultimate success of 
Italy’s policy and reminded the cham- 
ber that Italy’s duty was to refrain from 
force so far as possible, since she had 
gone to China without any previous pro- 
vocative incident or violated rights to

Hough, the young school teacher of Mt. 


Carmel, who has been driven nearly in- 
sane by charges against her before the 
Hamden school board, has become ra- 
tional, but is still in a high state of ner- 
vous excitement. She is confined to 
her bed in the ancient farm house that 
fronts the covered sides of Mt. 
Carmel. 

She remembers nothing of her wild 
flight into the mountains last Sunday, 
while suffering from an attack of emo- 
tional insanity. She is unaware that 
another teacher sits at her desk in the 
village school house. 

The trials to which the young girl has 
been subjected in this quiet little Con- 
necticut village seem almost incredible, 

To amuse her pupils she wrote a harm- 
less puzzle on the blackboard. This the 
village gossips magnified into a heinous 
fault. Then she failed to report to the 
school beard that her mother occasion- 
ally visited her in school. 

Mrs. Hough, the girl's mother, is de- 
termined that her daughter obtains her 
rights. 

“Maude will not resign,’ says she. 
“The members of the school board must 
prove their charges or else exonerate 
her.” 

The little school house in which Miss 
Hough has been teaching since last fali 
stands in a sparcely settled countryside. 
It faces Mill river and Mt. Carmel, while 
across the to the west, looms up 
a spur of the West mountain. 

The young school teacher is attractive 
inappearance. She is slender, with light 
brown hair and blue eyes. Former 
Selectman John E. Andrews and his wife, 
with whom she boards, have only words 
of praise for the girl who helps to sup- 
port her widowed mother, who lives in 
New Haven. 

“And she has her school in fine shape,’ 
said Mr. Andrews. “Mr. Foote, the 
school visitor, told me she was the best 
instructor he had ever seen.” 

The worst that can be said about Miss 
Hough is that she has made mistakes. 
The principal mistake is that ghe did not 
know who were her friends. Miss Hough 
came to Mt. Carmel in September. It 
was her first position. It was also the 
first time in her life she had ever earned 
any money. Her pay was $36 a month, 
and out of this she was expected to pay 
her board and clothe herself, 

This amount—$26—seemed a fortune to 
the young girl. Long before, she had 
hankered fora bicycle. Soshe wentinto 
New Haven and bought one on the in- 
stalment plan.

FOGG’S LATEST STORY 


Creates a Fresh Sensation In the 
Ware Murder Case. 


Retracts Testimony Which 
Implicated Treworgy. 


He Now Claims That He Was Scared Into Tell- 
ing a Story Which Was False. 


Bucksport, Me., March 16.—Before 
Recorder Remick of the Western Han- 
cock municipal court, Joseph A. Fogg, 
Jr., was arraigned on the charge of per- 
jury, pleaded guilty, and was sent to 
Ellsworth jail, in default of $5000 bonds. 
Fogg had confessed that his testimeny 
in the hearing of W. T. Treworgy, ar- 
rested on the charge of the murder of 
Sarah Ware, was false in every par- 
ticular. 

The writ specified the offence as hav- 
ing been committed upon the 10th in- 
stant in certain testimony uttered by 
Fogg, in the hearing of U. T. Treworgy, 
charged with the murder of Sarah Ware 
on or about Sept. 17. 
Fogg’s testimony 
was found against Treworgy, and he 


was held for the grand jury, and is now | 


in Ellsworth jail. Fogg’s testimony at 
the hearing was sensational in the ex- 
treme, and was in substance that a 
few nights after the disappearance of 
Sarah Ware he was asked by Treworgy 
to help do a job, and he accompanied 
Treworgy on a jigger to a certain spot 
in the Miles’ lane, and helped Treworgy 


move the body to another spot, where | 


the body was found Oct. 2. Fogg's 
statement was not shaken to any extent 
by a rigid cross examination. 

On Tuesday Fogg confessed to Chair- 
man Hall of the board of selectmen that 
he had testified falsely, and that his 
whole story was a lie from beginning to 
end, and repeated the same in the pres- 
ence of Detective Odlin. County At- 
torney Bunker was notified and at once 
ordered Fogg's arrest. 
Fogg declined counsel, and was allowed 
to tell his own story. 

He said that he was seen by S. L. 
Heywood, L. F. Tapley of Bucksport, and 
Detective Tracey of Bangor, who told 
him that they knew that he knew all 
about the murder of Sarah Ware, 
wanted him to tell them what they knew 
he had told his wife, mother and another 
party.

A Grand Victory, 

Washington, March 16—A _ telegram 
from Major General Otis, dated March 
15, says: “The Twentieth infantry had 
an all-day fight at Pasig.

SHOT BY MOB. 


Lynching of Negroes 
at Palmetto, Ga. 


————==

leged Incendiarism. 


Job Was Planned and Carried 
Out In Short Order. 


Atlanta, March 17.—Governor Candler 
has issued a proclamation offering a re- 
‘ward of $500 ‘for the apprehension and 
delivery of the first member of the mob 
and a further reward of $100 for each ad- 
ditional person implicated in the killing 
of the four negroes at Palmetto this 
morning.” The governor says: “I re- 
gard the outrage as simply inexcusable. 
These men had been arrested, and as 
there Was proof at hand to convict them 
the law was amply able to punish them.” 

The announcement by the governor is 
due to the fact that 20 men, armed and 
masked, rode into Palmetto at an early 
hour yesterday morning and put to death 
four negroes, fatally wounded one, shot 
another and broke the arm of a seventh 
man. Two others who were of the crowd 
upon which the bullets were showered 
miraculously escaped. 

These unfortunates were under guard 
of three men awaiting the hour of 9 
o'clock, When they were to have a hear- 
ing before a justice of the peace on the 
charge of arson. William Cotton, the 
leader of the nine men, confessed some 
time ago that a conspiracy had been en- 
tered into which resulted in two incen- 
diary fires here in February, and on this 
evidence the men were to have been 
tried. The dead are: 

William Cotton, Jr., Harrison Hudson, 
Edward Brown, Henry Bingham. Fa- 
tally wounded, John Bigby; wounded, 
John Jameson and George Tatum. 

Isom Brown and Clem Watts, the two 
other members of the gang, escaped in- 
jury. After the inquest they were lib- 
erated and left on the train for Atlanta. 
The town is quiet and under the protec- 
tion of the Capitol City Guards of At- 
lanta and a posse of 75 well-armed citi- 
zens. 

The negroes were confined in the office 


of the Johnson warehouse, a one-story ; 


building just across the track from the 
Atlanta and West Point depot. They 
were arrested Wednesday and tied to- 
gether with ropes and were passing the 
night under the protection of three 
guards sworn in for that purpose. Their 
preliminary trial was set for 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 


About 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
about 20 men, masked and armed, rode 
up to the warehouse. Without waiting 
to announce themselves to the guards 
within, they foreed the door of the ware- 
house and a second later stood in the 
office where the negroes were lying on 
the floor around the fire. The guards 
were covered by Winchesters, and with 
hands up were marched to one side of the 
little room and stood against the wall. 
The negroes, who were frightened into 
silence by the bursting of the door, now 
realized their peril. Scream after scream 
went up from the victims as they saw 
the gleam of firearms. Their appeals 
for mercy were unheeded. A _ short, 
heavy set man, whose features were com- 
pletely concealed by a white handker- 
chief, acted as leader. He cursed the 
blacks into silence for a moment and 
told his men to get ready. After look- 
ing at each negro he commanded them 
to get up. A last appeal for mercy was 
unheeded and the word “fire” rang out 
in the little room. The volley filled the 
room with fire and smoke, and the 
negroes fell in a heap on the floor. 

The noise awakened all the little town, 
and as lights began to twinkle in win- 
dows here and there a second volley 
sealed the doom of those who were for- 
tunate enough to escape the murderous 
fire of the first charge. As the men made 
ready to depart, three or four men with 
pistols sent bullets into the prostrate 
forms on the floor, and Inside of 10 min- 
utes after the masked crew had entered 
Johnson's warehouse on their murderous 
errand they had completed their work 
and were on their way to safety on the 
backs of fleet horses. Citizens began to 
arrive at the warehouse, being under the 
impression that the guards were mur- 
dered ‘by the negroes. Mayor Arnold 
telegraphed Governor Candier of the oc- 
currence and asked forsome militia. He 
then deputized 75 citizens to preserve 
order, and arming them with rifles 
placed them on duty in different parts 
of the town. 


Daylight in the warehouse revealed a 
sickening sight. Blood covered the floor 
and the walls were indented with bullets 
from Winchesters and other arms. 
Wives and children of the negroes knelt 
by the bodies of their dead and en- 
deavored to console the wounded. 

Doctors administered to the wounded 
until noon, when friends removed them 
to their homes. The dead, whose bodies 


195 Hancock Street! were horribly mangled, remained where 


they were until shortly after noon, when 
a coroner's jury was empanelled, Ip the 


absence of Coroner Duniap, Justice of 
the Peace Cummings summoned the jury 
and conducted the inquest. 

The jury rendered a verdict, which, 
presented in writing, reads: “We, the 
coroner's jury, empaneled in the case 
of the death of Harrison Hudson, Will- 
iam Cotton, Jr.. Edward Brown and 
Henry Bingham, find that they came to 
their deaths from gunshoc or pistol shot 
wounds from a crowd of masked men, to 
the jury unknown, a little after midnight 
on the morning of the 16th of March, 
1299. T. J. Bullard, Foreman.” 

The town has been visited by two in- 
cendiary fires since Feb. 1, and the cit- 


izens have been afraid to rebuild, owing 
to the oft-repeated threats of the negroes 
that they would do the same thing again. 
The county authorities have been very 
active in their efforts to apprehend the 
incendiaries, and day before yesterday 
arrested nine negroes. William Cot- 
ton had confessed to Dr. Johnson that he 
and eight companions had conspired to 
burn the town and loot the stores. 

The burning part of the program was 
successfully carried out, but the fire 
spread so rapidly that they were unable 
to obtain anything from the stores. Dr. 
Johnson got the names of the eight ac- 
complices from Cotton, and on this evi- 
dence the warrants were sworn out. 

The Capital city guards of Atlanta, 
55 men, under command of Colonel John 
S. Candler, late of the Third Georgia 
volunteers, arrived at 11 o'clock, and 
reported to Mayor Arnold. The mayor 
distributed the men through the little 
town, and, Mogether with the citizens 
now doing duty as deputy sheriffs, it is 
believed there is a force sufficient to 
quell any uprising by the negroes. 

From ‘the best information obtainable 
the mob did not exceed 20 men. They 
made no noise to announce their coming, 
and the dispatch with which they got 
away from the scene of the crime would 
seem to indicate the number employed in 
the work was small. The two negroes 
who have talked say the room was 
crowded with negroes, but the office 
would not hold over 30—mb, prisoners 
and guards. 

The doors of the warehouse were not 
bolted, and were forced without trouble. 

The town was quiet last night. The 
only sign of life was the walking to and 
fro of the members of the patrol. The 
citizens have quieted down and place 
confidence in the ability of the militia 
to preserve order. 


Bay State Legislature, 

Boston, March 17.—After a debate ex- 
tendirg over two days, the house yes- 
terday ordered to a third reading the 
bill appropriating $170,000 for the ex- 
termination of the gypsy moth, with a 
rider that $10,000 shall be used against 
the brown-tail moth. 

Ought to pass was reported on a Dill 
defining more accurately the powers of 
trustees and guardians to sell personal 
Property in their hands for the purpose 
of changing inventments. The follow- 
ing bills were reported: Extending the 
weekly payment law to ali contractors 
and any persons or partnership; to pre- 
vent the unlawful blasting of rocks or 
other blasting operations; fixing the 
salary of the assistant clerk of the police 
court of Lowell at $1500 a year; for the 
appointment by the superior court of 
three commissioners on the abolition of 
the East Boston grade crossings; au- 
thorizing the trustees under the will 
of James M. Wood to convey an estate 
to the Lawrence home for aged people; 
for salaries for the members of the met- 
ropolitan park commission, the salaries 
being determined by the governor; ap- 
propriating $5000 for new apparatus at 
the Lowell normal school; for the ap- 
pointment of five more assistant watch- 
men at the state prison. 

Ought not to pass was reported on the 
following: On the bill to increase the 
Salary of the assistant engineer at the 
state house to $1200 a year; giving boards 
of aldermen or selectmen within the 
metropolitan district power to issue per- 
mits for blasting; to prohibit laundries 
from being conducted on premises used 
for living purposes; that all laborers on 
public works shall be citizens of this 
state; allowing the sale of liquors after 
4p. m. on elactio. days and holidays not 
of a religious character. A resolve ap- 
propriating $18,000 for the Lowell tex- 
tile school, and a bill appropriating $15,- 
090 for the purchase of land at the North 
Adams normal school were reported 

Bills were engrossed In the senate for 
the purchase of land in Dedham for a 
building for registry of deeds and pro- 
bate; to authorize Worcester county 
commissioners to borrow money to com- 
plete and equip the new court house at 
Worcester; as to fees for serving pre- 
cepts for elections, etc.; giving the li- 
brarian of the state library $800 ad- 
ditional for assistance; for an assistant 
register of probate and insolvency for 
Hampshire county; for transfer of ju- 
venile offenders in need of hospital treat- 
ment; resolves for a barn at Westboro 
insane hospital, and for purchase of ma- 
chinery for the same institution. 

Senator Luscombe’s motion to recon- 
sider the rejection of a bill to authorize 
towns to appropriate money for free 
public lectures was rejected without a 
count. 

A bill was favorably reported to per- 
mit Brockton to incur indebtedness for 
widening and improving streets, as was 
another to authorize the establishment 
of vacation schools, and a resolve to 
provide for repairs at the reformatory 
prison for women. There were adverse 
reports on the petition for prohibition 
of importation of uninspected milk; an 
increase of salary of Suffolk court sten- 
ographers; on extending the open season 
for shooting shelldrakes; on defining the 
penalty for larceny from expressmen’s 
wagons.

City Solicitors Argu- 
ments Against the Bill. 


Quincy Would Snffer Damage 
and Inconvenienee. 


The argument of City Solicitor 
Blackmur at the State House Thursday 
before the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs and Drainage, on the bill pro- 
posed by the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission upon a high level sewer 
through Quincy, will be of interest. 
He spoke as follows: 

‘*This is a sewerage system, accord- 
ing to the report of the commissioners 
submitted to you, designed to provide 
a@ system of sewerage for an area of two 
to three hundred square miles, if not 
more, comprising five cities and four 
towns and including several districts 
of the City of Boston, and to provide 
for about 1,600,000 people at a cost of 
about $4,000,000. 

Mr. Chairman, it is a gigantic 
project. I do not deny the need, or 
question the cost, but first, the genera] 
scheme, an second, the method of dis- 
posal of the sewage, 1 think should 
be further considered, It is a serious 
question how long the sewage from the 
whole metropolitan district can be dis- 
charged into Boson Harbor without 
serious pollution of its waters, and 
without becoming a nuisance to the 
towns, situated on its borders. Even 
as far inland as the cities 
and towns are outlet at 
Boston Harbor. 

It seems to me that the time has 
come for @ more comprehensive study 
of the whole matter of sewage disposal 
for the Commonwealth than 
been made. It would settle 
many questions now in doubt. 

The State Board of Health are 
equally interested in this matter with 
the Board of Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commissioners, and I believe that this 
bill should be referred to next 
General Court, and I would suggest 
that a resolve be passed submitting the 
question of sewage disposal, not 
metropolitan distiict, but 
the Commonwealth 
lying outside of the same. 

It may be economy, and it 
will be in furtherance of the general 
health, that some comprehensive plan 
should be adopted to carry the whole 
sewage of the district to a point 
entirely outside of the harbor, or to

Mr. Chairman, the State Board of 
Health enjoys the confidence of the 
people it represents the whole com- 
munity, and not a district. The gentle- 
men who submitted this were sent to 
solve a problem for a_ district as 
economically as they could. Under- 
stand me, I do not believe that any 
one of the gentlemen composing this 
commission would knowingly champion 
a project which would cause injury to 
a municipality or to a district but we 
do not know how much consideration 
they have given to subjects collateral 
to the disposal of sewage for the dis- 
trict subjects which it would be 
within the province and he duty of the 
State Board of Health to consider sub- 
jects which the State Board of Health 
had in their jurisdiction for years and 
with which the Board are already 
familiar.

ilton’s Statement. 


When the late Phineas Taylor Bar- 
num took the smallest man on earth to 
England and introduced him to royalty 
and others, it never occurred to his fer- 
tile Connecticut mind to incorporate 
Tom Thumb there under the limited 
liability act as a permanent British in- 
atitution. He brought him back, and 
Tom died an unadulterated American 
citizen. So did Barnum. 

How different in the destiny of the 
Greatest Show on Earth, the enterprise 
which was the creation of Barnum’s 
genius in its maturer phase, and consti- 
tuted both his monument and his legacy 
to the great and gay American people! 

We have before us the prospectus of 
Barnum & Bailey, limited, a com- 
pany now being floated on the London 
market in the ordinary, that is to say, 
the ncn-Barnum, fashion. The Greatest 
Show on Earth is to be expatriated. Its 
headquarters are to be removed from 
Bridgeport, Conn., to Stoke-on-Trent. 
Its elephants are to become British ele- 
phants, its monkeys British monkeys, 
its simultaneous performances in four 
rings British performances in British 
rings, all capitalized at £400,000, in 
400,000 shares of £1 each. The pro- 
gramme of its future ope 2rations ignores 
the continent which produced Barnum. 
Provincial tours in Albion are set down 
for 1899 and 1900. Then will occur a 
continental tour occupying at least two 
years. Nothing definite is said in the 
purely British prospectus of this now 
purely British grand aggregation of its 
return at any time to the shores where 


repose the bones of Barnum. As an 
American grand aggregation it has 


passed, perhaps forever, beneath the 
eastern horizon. 

It is not surprising that the accom- 
plished Mr. Tody Hamilton, whose soul 
stirring advertisements have appealed 
so often and never in vain to the imag- 
ination and the pockets of the Ameri- 
can public, should attempt to break the 
force of this national misfortune by the 
statement with which he has favored 
us.

REES TALKS OF FILIPINOS. 


The Lieutenant Believes the Rebel- 
lion Will End In a Few Months. 
Lieutenant Commander Corwin P. 

Rees, who was executive officer of Ad- 

miral Dewey’s flagship Olympia and 

who is now in New York on leave, vis- 
iting at the home of his brother-in-law, 

Mr. George B. Merrill, said recently: 
“IT cannot believe that the rebellion 

fan continue more than a few months 

at the very furthest. My reasons for 
saying this are founded not alone upon 
the accounts cabled to us, but upon my 
knowledge of the Filipino character as 
developed by its contrast with the 

Spanish. For years their warfare with 

the Spaniards led them to believe that 

war is a sort of easy pastime. 

“After a battle with the Spanish 
army i the Philippines the Filipinos 
and the Spaniards both would gather in 
the cafes of Manila, smoke their ciga- 
rettes and chatter vaingloriously about 
their deeds of valor, although the so 
called engagement would rarely be more 
than a mere skirmish or sham battle. 
It takes a long while for the average 
Filipino to get an idea into his head, 
and the rebel army has not yet grasped 
the awful meaning of modern warfare. 
Their real slanghter at the hands of the 
American has of course not yet begun, 
but bloodshed will be unnecessary as 
soon as the natives understand the force 
of the power they are foolishly trying 
to withstand. I think they are nearly 
at that point now. When once they 
realize the horrors of genuine war, 
panic will put an end to even their 
wish to rebel. 

‘*Aguinaldo, who has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by inciting 
the ignorant natives to revolt, knows 
the futility of their insurrection, but 
he is both vain and venal and is seek- 
ing to prolong the cabal for the double 
purpose of ministering to his pride and, 
as he hopes, of adding to his fortunes by 
betraying his people. He would sell ont 
the Filipino cause any day fora price.”’ 
—Special Cuicage Record. 


THE SHERIDAN AT MALTA. 


Our Troops Pana a. ame by Per- 
mission of the British Governor, 
The American transport Sheridan, 

bound from New York for Manila with 

re-enforcements for General Otis, arriv- 
ed at La Valetta, Malta, the other day. 

The troops aboard, numbering about 

2,000 men, were landed the next day 

in order that they might have a chance 

to stretch their legs after their long 
voyage and to see the sights of the 
town. Permission for their landing was 
given by General Sir Francis Grenfell, 
the governor of Malta, who later in- 
spected the troops at the parade ground 
and witnessed a march. The governor's 
staff, Admiral Sir John Hopkins, com- 
mander in chief of the British Mediter- 
ranean squadron, and General Lord 

Congletan accompanied the governor. 

An immense crowd was present, and 

there was much enthusiasm displayed 

over the American troops. Their fine 
appearance was very favorably com- 
mented upon. 

The London Daily News, commenting 
apon the landing of the American 
troops at La Valetta, says that apart 
from the sightseeing and the fraterniza- 
tion with the British troops the moral 
for the United States is that they had 
better see about the Nicaragua canal 
immediately. These men, it adds, are 
simply crawling round the world to 
reach a place they ought to be able to 
get to by a straight run across the Pa- 
cific. It is a good way to learn geogra- 
phy, but is not exactly the way to re- 
enforce garrisons in a crisis in their 
struggle with a determined enemy.— 
Special Cable to New York Sun. 


NEW MAGAZINE RIFLE. 


It Discharges Seven Cartridges by 
Pulling the ;sigger Once. 

A test was made at the navy depart- 
ment at Washington recently of a new 
magazine rifle of the regulation navy 
caliber which is peculiar in that the 
zas generated from the explosion of a 
tartridge rejects the shell, loads the 
rifle and cocks the trigger. The maga- 
tine holds seven cartridges, and by an 
automatic arrangement these may be 
fired in succession by pulling the trig- 
ger once. 

The test was pronounced as highly 
successful by a number of army and 
navy officers who witnessed it. The 
piece worked well and a very high 
velocity was obtained. One of the pro- 
jectiles fired at a Harveyized steel plate 
from a distance of two feet penetrated 


the plate ore inch. Major General 
Miles was among those who witnessed 
the test.

LIFE IN ARKANSAS. 


Factional Fight Over Municipal Polities 
Results In Five Deaths. 


Hot Springs, Ark., March 17.—Five 
lives were lost here at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing in a factional fight over the coming 
mayoralty élection. The dead: 

Thomas Toler, chief of police; Thomas 
F. Goslee, police sergeant; James Hert, 
city detective; Louis Hinkley, driver ofa 
beer wagon; John Williams, son of 
Sheriff Williams. Edward Spears was 
shot in the neck and may die. 

The sheriff was a warm supporter of the 
regular Democratic nominee, while 
Toler, Hart and Goslee were support- 
ing an opposition candidate. Early in 
the afternoon shots were exchanged be- 
tween Sheriff Williams and his son 
John on the one side, and Sergeant Gos- 
lee on the other, but no one was injured. 
After this both parties determined to 
have it out. Toler, Hart and Goslee 
were Walking on Central avenue at about 
5:30, when they were met by Sheriff 
Williams and his two sons, John and 
Coffey, and Edward Spears. No one 
can tell who fired the first shot, but ina 
moment there was a general fusilladein 
which 40 or 50 shots were exchanged. 
When it was over Toler, Hart, Goslee 
and Hinkley, a non-combatant, were 
dead, and John Williams was mortally 
wounded. Williams died an hour later. 
Louis Hinkley attempted to separate the 
combatants when the fight opened. He 
was shot in the head and instantly killed. 

The mayor, immediately after the 
shooting appointed Judge Belling chief 
of police. Deputies were sworn in at 
once, and all saloons were ordered closed. 
There is little factonal feeling outside 
of those engaged in the shooting. Or- 
der was easily restored, and the city is 
now quiet. The sheriff and his son Cof- 
fey under arrest, and no further 
trouble is anticipated. 

Sheriff Williams says a policeman at- 
tempted to assassinate him yesterday 
afternoon. A bystander disarmed the 
policeman, The sheriff says he was not 
present when the fight occurred last 
hight. He claims he did not reach the 
Beene until the shooting was over, and 
that the policeman who attempted to 
ussassinate him in the afternoon began 
the trouble last night by shooting the 
sheriff's son, John. 

Sheriff Williams was not present when 


are 


the battle occurred, but soon appeared, 
ind on learning of the death of his son 
became frantic with rage. About 20 
minutes after the main battle another 


affray occurred near by in which four or 
five shots were fired. In this fusillade 
Detective Hart went down with the 
whole top of his skull blown off. 

All of the dead men leave large fami- 
lies. 


Age Was Against Him,

Jollie, aged 65 years, who came from 
Lynn, Mass., to Brooklyn several years 
ago, committed suicide yesterday. He 
wasa Mason. His friends and relatives 
all live in Lynn, where he was at one 
time in the shoe business.

MANY SOCIAL FUNOTIONS HELD 


One of the Most Delightful Was a 
Garden Party and Dance at the Ad-

Between Two Nations 


The very cordial feeling in British 
colonies toward America and Ameri- 
cans was well displayed during the re- 
cent visit of Rear Admiral Sampson to 
Hamilton, Bermuda. The American 


consul, Mr. Maxwell Green, received a| 


telegram from Admiral Sampson stat- 
ing that the New York and the Indiana 
would touch at Bermuda on their way 
to the West Indies and inquiring for 
pilots. The consul applied to the local 
British naval authorities and was in- 
formed that the British navy did not 
employ pilots at Hamilton, but that 
they would recommend a ccuple 
men. This they did, and the American 
warships were safely brought into 
Grassy bay. 


The telegram caused great excite- | 


ment in the official and tourist circles. 
The British secretary for the colonies, 
the Hon. Joseph” Chamberlain, cabled 
to his local subordinates to stroke the

Hamilton hotel, at which it was decided | 
to give a dinner, reception and ball in | 
honor of Admiral Sampson and his offi- | 
cers.

balance of $60 was left, and this was 
contributed to a local hospital. A man- 
aging committee was appointed, with 
Rear Admiral John H. Upshur, retired, 
as president and Consul Green as secre 
tary, while F. W. J. Hurst, the treas- 
urer of the New York Yacht club, was 
chosen to make the introductions to 
Admiral Sampson. 


Various official functions were organ- | 
ized by the local authorities, and the | 


natives, represented by the Royal Ber- 
muda Yacht club, decided to hold a re- 
gatta and give a lunch at White's island.

The ad- 
miral of the English West Indian fleet 
gave a garden party and dance at the 
admiralty house. This was one of the

BLINDED BY ELECTRICITY. 


Strange Pranks Played by Lightning 
at Winsted, Conn. 

During a severe electrical storm that 
passed over Winsted, Conn., early the 
other morning a bolt of lightning ran 
into the house of Louis Curtiss and 
blinded the Rev. C. F. Chesebro, 36) 
| years old, of the North Goshen Metho- | 
dist church, who is ill with appendicitis | 
in the Curtiss homestead. 

The minister occupied an old fashion- 
ed bed with a low headboard in a room 
adjoining the dining room on the 
ground floor. A ball of fire entered the 
| bedroom and descended the wall to 
within eight inches of his head, where 
it apparently burst. The Rev. Mr. 
Chesebro was stunned for a considera- 
ble length of time, and both his eyes| 
were completely blinded, but physicians 
think he will eventually recover his 
sight. | 

On a bookcase beside the bed were a | 
| lighted lamp and a leather case, con- | 
taining the clergyman’s eyeglasses. The | 
lightning extinguished the light and| 
melted the glasses and the frame that | 
| held them. The case was hurled under | 
the bedclothes. A gilt frame in the bed- 
room was turned black. On the wall 
paper back of the head of the bed a| 
broken line was made by lightning ex- | 
tending from the ceiling to within| 
eight inches of the spot where Mr. | 
Chesebro’s head was. The lightning} 
then passed into the dining room, where 
it splintered the top of a sewing ma- 
chine and ran out of a window, remov- 
ing the putty and nails from the pane. 

Mr. Chesebro says that he felt the} 
heat from the lightning from the top of | 
his head down as far as his hips, and it} 
seemed to raise that part of his body off} 
the bed. Some fear is entertained that 
the shock may kill him.—St. Louis Re- | 
public.

Mike Kelly Outlived Three 
ors Who Had Looked After His Case. 


After spending 25 consecutive years 
as a patient in Bellevue hospital in New | 
York Mike Kelly, 64 years old, died in 
ward No. 3 of that institution the other 
afternoon. j 

In many respects ‘‘Old Mike,’’ as 
Kelly was known, was a remarkable} 
character. He was suffering from fibro- 
muscular tumors. One of them, nearly 
two feet long, was on the side of his 
head and hung down over his left cheek, 
making his appearance hideous. The} 
old man wore a long beard and always} 
carried a heavy stick. He was looked} 
upon as a freak by visitors to the hos-| 
pital. 
| Kelly was admitted to Bellevue on| 
| April 23, 1874. His ailment did not con- | 
fine him to his bed, and almost every 


day the old patient could be seen roam- | 
ing about the hespital grounds. In the| 
early days of Kelly’s sojourn at the 


hospital he took great interest in sur- 
gical operations and kept well informed 
| on all the interesting cases. 

Stories are told how Kelly made con- 
siderable money by the repeated sales 
of his head. Professor John R. Wo« od of 
the hospital, who admitted the age | 
patient, was said to be the first pe rson | 
to make a contract with Kelly for the| 

| latter’s head after death. The professor | 
was a specialist in such diseases | 
| afflicted the old man. He pronounced | 
the disease incurable and said that the 
removal of the growth probably would 
| cause death. The professor exhibited | 
Kelly as a curiosity in which he hada 
proprietary interest, and proudly told| 
his fellow physicians of his purchase.

| He died, however, long before Kelly| 
| did. It is said that Kelly outlived four 


| other physicians with whom he had 
made similar contracts.—New York}

It was many years before the ‘‘Great 
Unknown”’ was identified. At the pub- 
lication of the ‘‘Lay of the Last Min- 
strel,’’ ‘‘Marmion,’’ ‘‘Lady of the 
Lake’’ and finally of a novel called 
‘*Waverley,’’ popular curiosity was ex- 
cited, and the whole of England rang 
with the fame of the ‘‘Great Un- 
known,’’ as Scott was called. 

The secret was well kept. Sir Walter 
Scott, who all his life had been storing 
material and training his mind to such 
concentration that he could work in the 
midst of interruptions and was able to 
turn out volume after volume with a 
rapidity, two a year, that made bis 
readers doubt their very senses. His in- 
cognito was all the more perfectly pre- 
served in that he kept open house at 
Abbotsford, devoting much of his time 
to entertaining his guests and visiting. 
It was not until the embarrassment of 
his publishers occurred that the identity 
of the author of the ‘‘ Waverley Novels” 
was discovered. 

The case of Scott furnishes one of the 
many illustrations of the power of de- 
ceiving the public in literary matters. 


Shot Wife and Himself,

HIGHWAYMEN FOILED. 


Faced About and Their Drives 
Exercised Presence of Mind. 

Lowell, Mass., March 20.—A hack with 
a driver and four occupants was held up 
in Middlesex street, just over the line in 
North Clemsford, at about 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning by six highwaymen. 
The place where the holdup occurred is 
in a hollow in a strip of dark woods, and 
is the lonliest spot at night within five 
miles of Lowell. 

At the time the affair happened the 
team was being driven at a rapid pace. 
The men sprang suddenly from the side 
of the road and three shots were fired 
almost simultaneously, one whizzing by 
the driver's head. The horses, being 
frightened by the flashes and the reports, 
swung short around and the driver, not 
unmindful of numerous unpleasantries 
that have occurred in this vicinity of late 
encouraged them in their “face about” 
by applying a loose rein and a free lash.

Arriving at the house of ex- 
Superintendent of Streets Fowler, the 
hack driver aroused the household and 
telephoned to the Lowell police. 

Acting Captain Brosnan hastily formed 
a posse of six, and taking two teams and 
plenty of small arms and ammunition 
started to the scene.

Troops Will Preserve Order. 

Laredo, Tex., March 20.—The work ot 
removing smallpox patients to the pest 
house, under the direction of State Health 
Officer Blunt, was begun yesterday. Af- 
ter 10 had been removed the officers en- 
countered a mob of several hundred 
Mexicans, who menaced them in such 
a manner that the chief of police was 
telephoned for. Marshal Barthelow 
and Assistant Marshal Idar hurried to 
the scene, and when they attempted to 
arrest the leaders of the disturbance 
they were assaulted with stones and 
fired upon. Idar was knocked down and 
severely beaten, and one of the rioters 
wounded. About 20 shots were 
fired. A dozen arrests were made, and 
the mob dispersed. The health officers 
resumed their work, but were soon met 
by another mob of 500 or 600 Mexicans, 
many of them armed. As they could 
not contend with this force, the health 
officers desisted, and Dr. Blunt opened 
telegraphic communication with Gov- 
ernor Sayers. The war department tel- 
egraphed authority to use the troops at 
Fort McIntosh. The Mexicans are much 
excited, and a fight is probable when the 
regulars arrive.

Two Dead, Oue Insane, 

Boston, March 20.—Thomas Carroll 
Boone, the telegraph operator in the 
famous war balloon in the battle before 
Santiago, diced vesterday at the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital, as the result 
of an operation on a wound received in 
the fall of the balloon after it had been 
shot topieces. Boone, with two govern- 
ment officers, performed heroic work in 
the great airship which wasa target for 
the Spanish gunners, until it fell into 
the trees and threw all three men out. 
Boone was caught in the drag ancho: 
and was fearfully wounded, from the 
effects of which he never fully recovered, 
although since last fall, up to within 
two days of his death, he continued his 
work as a telegrapher. He was born 
in Annapolis, Md.,in1876 Calamity has 
overtaken all three of the men who were 
in the unfortunate balloon. One of the 
onicers died as the result of his injuries, 
while the other is an inmate of an in- 
Sane asylum.

THE BORDER DISPUTE, 


——_—__—— 


America and England Realize That 
Prompt Action Is Necessary. 


Strained Relations With Our 
Canadian Brethren. 


Governor Brady of Alaska Reports That En- 
croachments Continue. 


Washington, March 21.—Thei British 
ambasasdor, Sir Julian Pauncefote, con- 
ferred yesterday with Secretary Hay in 
reference, it is understood, to a modus 
vivendi to be observed along the Alaska 
border in onder to obviate the possibility 
of a clash pending the final determina- 
tion of the border. The need of this has 
been emphasized within the last few 
days by reports of a battle between the 
Canadian and the American prospectors 
On the Porcupine river. These reports 
have caused considerable uneasiness in 
efficial circles in London, and efforts have 
been made to learn the facts. 

There has been no official information, 
however, either here or in London. Just 
such a clash has been expected, and the 
reports have served to direct the atten- 
tion of officials to the need of effecting a 
border arrangement. The preliminary 
move in this direction was made as soon 
as the Anglo-American commission ad- 
journed without Settling the border ques- 
tion. Sir Julian then suggested that a 
temporary arrangement be made. This 
would maintain the status quo, each side 
making no further advance pending a 
final agreement on the boundary. A 
temporary line probably would be run 
by the two governments. This would not 
affect permanent interests, but would 
serve as a legal barrier between the law- 
less fortune seekers in that locality. The 
plan is favorably received on both sides 
and is likely to be carried into effect, al- 
though no agreement has been entered 
into thus far. 

Some important statements concern- 
ing the Alaskan boundary line situation 
are given in official correspondence ww 
on file in the state and interior depart- 
ments, Which has never before been 
made public. The controversy between 
the miners on either side of the line has 
within the past week led up to a number 
of casualties. 

Governor Brady of Alaska, as long ago 
as the latter part of February called at- 
tention to the threatening conditi of 
affairs. On Feb. 21 Governor Brady, 
who was here, had a conference with 
both Secretary Bliss, who was then just 
leaving the cabinet, and Secretary Hay, 
in which he urged that the aggressive 
acts of the Canadians be promptly met. 
He submitted a formal note of warning 
of the impending trouble, and the pos- 
sibility of bloodshed. The note wascon- 
sidered at the next cabinet meeting. 
On Feb. 23, the archives show, the gov- 
ernor submitted a formal communica- 
tion to the secretary of the interior, in 
which he speaks of the bitter feeling 
along the line that makes the presence of 
troops, in his opinion, imperative, and 
among other things says: 

“The Oanadians, from 
looking at matters, have constantly 
shown a spirit of aggression so far as 
the boundary line is concerned. Thisis 
shown in three instances. There is a 
point upon the Stickine river which for 
years has been regarded as upon the 
boundary line. Thousands of miners 
have passed up and down theriver, mer- 
chants have done an immense business 
and this was always recognized as the 
boundary line. An American citizen is 
operating a quartz ledge six miles below 
the recognized boundary. The Canadian 
officials have gone down six miles below 
him, thus making a gap of 12 miles. 
They compel him to pay duties upon his 
supplies which he carries in to operate 
this ledge. 

“Last year, in February, an order went 
out to the customs officials of the mount- 
ed police to move from the recognized 
stations on the boundary lines to the 
summit of the passes. Our people had 
no notification of such intention, but 
they made the move, and some of our 
citizens were at that time in favor of 
going up and compelling them to move 
back by force, but when I was sounded 
upon it, of course I premptorily forbade 
any such act. I took the trip to the 
summit of Chilcoot pass, and found the 
British flag flying there, and the customs 
officials collecting duties from all who 
had their goods piled up there upon the 
snow. I asked the officer in charge by 
what authority he had moved from the 
lake to the summit, and he replied by 
the command of his superior officer. 
Now our costoms officlals at Skaguay 
have not recognized these lines, so far 
as sending convoys over with British 
goods. The convoys get compensation 
from the persons they convoy so far as 
Log Cabin, the point from which the 
British moved to the summit of the 
White pass. 

“Recently the news has reached us 
here that two convoys were imprisoned 
for undertaking to continue to convoy 
as far as Log Cabin for two days. Late 
last autuma, the gold diggings were dis- 
covered on a creek called Porcupine 
creek, which is a tributary to the Chil- 
cat river, which is upon the third trail 
viz: the Dalton or Chilcat trail. These 
discoveries are proving to be very rich, 
and they are very close to the 30-mile 
limit, where, also, we have regarded 
the boundary line. The claims have 
been worked during the winter, and the 
people are satisfied of their richness, and 
Inany men have gone in with stocks of 
goods, and propose to start in business 
with the prospects of a lively mining 
season. This immigration has been 
extensive, from the fact that a few 
weeks ago the parliament of British Co- 
lumbia passed an alien act, which would 
throw part of the intended immigration 
into the Atlin country into the Porcupine 
district instead. The same aggressive- 
ness which has been shown upon the 
Stickine and the passes would impel the 
Canadians to move down and c] 
country as belonging to them.

wise that our troops in Alaska be ordered 
to take possession on these lines, and 
maintain our sovereignty over the soil 
which we claim. I see no other step for 
us to take if we want to avoid a con- 
flict with Great Britain. I regard the 
Porcupine district especially as the point 
of danger.” 

Secretary May on Feb. 23 wrote to the 
interior department in which he adverts 
to the boundary negotiations. Among 
other things he says: 

“In the whole district of the coast 
boundary line between Prince of Wales 
island and Mount St. Elias there are 
but two localities in which a boundary 
has been provisionally established, pend- 
ing the eventual determination of the 
entire question of that frontier, namely, 
on the Stickine river and at the passes 
north of Dyea and Skaguay.”

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HAD ORDERS TO FIGHT. 


“Fighting Joe” Wheeler’s Men Were 
Not Ambushed at Las Guasimas. 


Other Alleged Inaccuracies 
Are Pointed Out. 


Commander of Cavalry Brands Certain State 
ments as Absolutely Untrue. 


——_——_—— 


Washington, March 21. — Adjutant 
General Corbin yesterday made public 
the statement which General Wheeler 
has felt called upon to make, in order, 
as he says, “to refute certain allega- 
tions which reflect upom the cavalry 
divisiom which I had the honor to com- 
mand.” 

General Wheeler begins with the 
declaration that some statements were 
made before the war investigation com- 
mission regarding the battle of Las 
Guasimas which do great injustice te 
that part of the army which fought that 
battle. 

Stephen Bonsal states that Genera) 
Wheeler was guilty of disobedience o! 
orders. General Wheeler says that te 
remain silent and neglect to refute the 
untruthful charges made by Bonsa!) 
would be disloyal to the soldiers and ta 
the country. He notes that it is with 
the approval of Major General Miles, 
the commanding general, that he makes 
the explanation now submitted. 

General Wheeler points out that Shaf- 
ter was the only officer in Cuban waters 
senior to him; that he, Wheeler, was the 
senior officer on shore, and of course 
much was left to his discretion. He 
quotes Shafter’s testimony before the 
commission, to the effect that the fight 
had gOod results; that it taught the 
Spaniards that they had different men 
from the Cubans to fight. 


Wheeler quotes General Lawton’s 
statemnet that he had been ordered by 
Shafter to proceed against Siboney and 
declares that practically his orders were 
the same as Lawton’s. Says Genera! 
Wheeler: 

“The least delay and this opportunity 
would have been lost......I knew that 
he (Shafter) wanted the enemy to be 
impressed with American bravery and 
determination. I knew that the Ameri 
can people and the administration had 
sent us to Cuba for a special purpose, 
and that a prq@mpt attack on the Span- 
jiards would aid in attaining that pur- 

This (dread of yellow fever) 
added to and emphasized the imperative 
necessity of prompt action upon my part. 

“The victory was due entirely to the 
chivalric courage of the 964 brave Amer!i- 
can soldiers who fought the battle. The 
Statement that ‘they were ambushed’ 
was absolutely untrue. The statement 
that they were aidedin any way, shape 
or form by any other troops is also un- 
true. 

“The nearest American troops were 
about four miles off when the fight com- 
menced and the victory had been won 
and the enemy had been in pra-cipitate 
retreat fully two hours before they 
reached the field.” 

—_—a 

General Wheeler points out the diffi- 
cult position of the troops at the end of 
the battle, drenched with rain, hungry 
end tired. He claims the victory was 
due to the cavalry dtvision entirely and 
quotes the Spanish reports to show that 
the Spaniards believed the American 
force which whipped them and drove 
them from the field was 10 times as large 
asit actually was. He refers to astate- 
‘ment by Bonsal that Lawton had de- 
clared that every man who had fallen 
in the Guasimas fight had been needless- 
ly sacrificed, and he says: 

“It is my duty to say that this state- 
ment is absolutely untrue,” 

He tells how General Lawton, after the 
fight, congratulated him. He says the 
Statement that the Guasimas fight had 
the effect of drawing the troops five or 
six miles into the interior was.lso a 
mistake. The advance was only three 
miles and would have been necessary in 
any case to find proper camping ground. 


Taking up the charge that Wheeler 
had been relieved of command on the 
night of the 30th, and had no command 
during the battle on the following day, 
General Wheeler says that all of these 
statements are positively false. 

He says that on the 28th, 29th and 30th 
he suffered from fever resulting from 
exposure, but nevertheless continued his 
duties, and was not put upon the sick 
report. 

He admits that he was ignorant of the 
conference held by Shafter and his gen- 
erals on the 30th, but Shafter explained 
this by saying that he understood that 
Wheeler was sick, and his physician 
had advised against letting him know 
of the proposed battle the next day. 
Notwithstanding this, Wheeler says that 
he learned that active preparations were 
being made for operations, and at day- 
light the next day he rode to the front 
and exercisedcommand. He tells of the 
weakness of the line at San Juan, and 
says that many officers insisted that the 
ridge could not be held, and he learned 
that the same statement had been made 
to Shafter. Says Wheeler: 

“I did everything in my power to dis- 
courage this feeling.” Lm 

General Wheeler says of the state- 
ment that he had told General Kent of 
his desire to retreat was absolutely un- 
true, adding: “I was emphatic and 
positive and earnest against retreating 
from the time we took San Juan hill 
until July 16th, when Santiago sur- 
rendered.” 

He attaches General Kent's denial of 
this same statement along with consid- 
erable other evidence of the same 
character.

Suit for Damages. 

The second trial in the case of John 
McKay of Quincy, as administrator of 
the estate of his son, vs. The New 
England Dredging Co., was held at 
Rockland, Me., this week, in the 
Supreme court. The case which was 
@ suit for $5,000, was the outcome of 
an accident at Bald Island, near Rock- 
land, Me., Oct. 7, 1897, which resulted 
in the death of William McKay, the 
23 year old of John McKay of 
Quincey. 

At the time of the accident, 
was employed as an assistant 
steam drill in a quarry at the 
named place. On the morning of the 
accident, William with the man in 
charge of the drill, was at work in 
the quarry when an over hanging rock 
fell and killed William. His companion 
escaped by jumping. 

The claim that the company 
was negligent and did not use due care 
for the safety of the men and that the 
parents of William were largely de- 
pendent upon him for support. 

The evidence was that the rock that 
fell weighed in the vicinity of thirty 
tons; that it rested shelf; that 
efforts had been made the day 
and on the day of the accident 
throw the quarry with black 
dynamite and by bars, but without 
result; that men were then put to 
work to drill the rock and break it up; 
that the drill had been at work but a 
few moments when the rock suddenly 
started and fell into the quarry 
ing William. 

It was claimed by the plaintiff that 
McKay had been assured by the super- 
intendent that it was safe to work be-

"TWAS A FALSE ALARM, 


Report of Juhn Sherman’s Death 
Gained Ready Credence, 


Gloom at the Capital Was 
Later Turned to Joy. 


Latest News Concerning the Venerable States- 
man Says He Is Better. 


Washington, March 22.—The pro- 
found impression made at the capital by 
the report of the death of ex-Secretary of 
State Sherman was equalled only by the 
relief that came with denial of the rumor. 

Immediately following the report of the 
venerable statesman’s demise President 
McKinley, was noufied by a special dis- 
patch from the state department there- 
of. The department also notified Mrs. 
Sherman to like effect. 

The two Ohio senators, Mr. Foraker 
and Mr. Hanna, were absent from the 
city, Mr. Foraker being in New York and 
Mr. Hanna at Jekyl island with the 
president, and indeed very few senators 
or public men with whom Mr. Sherman 
had been associated were in town. 

A dispatch from the signal office con- 
firmed the report of the death and gained 
ready credence, as it was known that the 
ex-secretary, who was a, passenger on 
board the American line steamer Paris, 
now making a tour of the West Indies 
with a party of Americans, had been in 
very poor health recently. 

The first report, which came from New 
York, was received at 3 o'clock and was 
circulated in the departments just before 
they closed. The announcement seemed 
to follow na¢eurally the other cablegrams 
of the day stating that the venerable 
statesman's condition had grown worse 
since Monday, and there was a universal 
expression of regret and in many cases 
of persona! distress over the news. Cab- 
inet ministers, senators and members of 
the house e: >ressed deep sorrow, speak- 
ing in term of admiration and respect 
of the ex-senator’s public career and 
dwelling with loving kindness upon his 
personal ch-racter. 

The cont: diction of the first report 
did not arrive until 8:30 o'clock. Itcame 
to the Associated Press in the shape of 
the positive statement from Santiago. 
This dispatch was immediately given as 
wide circulaticajin the city as it Was pos- 
sible for it to receive at that hour. Sec- 
retary Hay was placed in possession ofa 
copy of the dispatch, as were also Mr. 
Sherman's family. “A most marvelous 
condition of affairs,’’ remarked the sec- 
retary. He then expressed his great re- 
lief that the first news was not con- 
firmed. 

The report of the death of Mr. Sher- 
man took many persons, friends and 
others to his house on K street. Among 
others who were congregated there were 
the two former private secretaries of 
Senator Sherman, Mr. Babcock and Mr. 
Vaile, as well as Miss Kate Willack, a 
niece, and Mrs. Colonel Charles Hoyt, 
whose husband was a cousin of Senator 
Sherman. They and others present read 
the dispatch stating that the senator 
was still alive with tremulous joy. 

The reading of the glad message had 
scarcely been concluded by those pres- 
ent when Mrs. McCallum, the adopted 
daughter of Senator and Mrs. Sherman, 
burst into the room, accompanied by the 
daughter of General Miles. They had 
received the news through a telephone 
message while at General Miles’ house 
and had hurried over to impart it to the 
rest of the family. 

“It has been a trying day,” said Mrs. 
McCallum, “but allis well again.’ There 
were heartfelt rejoicings on the part of 
all who had assembled at the house when 
they realized it was true that theinvalid 
Was better and might yet be restored to 
them. 

Mrs. Sherman was the one person of 
the senator’s household who neither suf- 
fered from the first announcement nor 
rejoiced over the second. She was not 
informed of either. Mrs. Sherman has 
been quite ill from a paralytic attack for 
several months and had never been in- 
formed even of the senator's serious ill- 

ness for fear of its effect upon her. 


Today's dispatches from Santiago say 
that it is incomprehensible how the re- 
ports of Mr. Sherman's death originated. 
Steamer Paris arrived there last even- 
ing before dark, and it was reported 
that Mr. Sherman was not only alive, but 
better, resting easily, and expected to re- 
cover. He will be transferred, if all 
goes favorably, to the United States 
cruiser Chicago on Thursday. The 
cruiser is now coaling at Kingston, Jam.

The 
combined increase is $12,860.15, against 
an increase of $7,667.89 in the limit. 
Such an increase will not be allowed 
under the law unless the receipts 0 
1899 outside of taxes are to be $5,000 
larger.

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A FIERCE RACE WAR, 


Negroes In Arkansas and Mississippi 
Victims of Lyneh Law. 


Indefinite Number Killed In 
the Former State. 


Three Taken From a Constable and Shot to 
Death In the Latter. 


Richmond, Ark., March 24. — This 
county (Little River) is in the throes of 
a fierce race war, the white population 
having killed an indefinite number of 
negroes, it being the sequel to a plot by 
black men to pillage and kill. 

The bodies of the victims of the mob's 
vengeance are hanging to the limbs of 
trees in various parts of the county. 
The country is in a state of most intense 
excitement. White men are collecting 
in mobs, heavily armed and determined. 
Negroes are fleeing for their lives. The 
exact number of negroes who have been 
summarily dealt with may never be 
known. Seven bodies have been found, 
and other victims are being hunted and 
will meet a similar fate when ian to 
earth. The known dead are: 

“General” Duckett, Edwin Goodwin, 
Adam King, Joseph Jones, Benjamin 
Jones, Meses Jones and an unknown 
man. Joe King and John Johnson were 
also taken in hand by mobs and whipped. 
They were afterwards turned loose and 
have disappeared. 

Little River county Is in the extreme 
southwest corner of the state, being 
bordered on the west by the Indian Ter- 
ritory, and on the south by Texas. The 
negro population is very large, and has 
for a long time proved very troublesome. 
Frequent murders have occurred, and 
thefts and fights have become common 
affairs. One or two negroes have pre- 
viously been severely dealt with whenthe 
people found it necessary to take the law 
into their own hands, but it Was not until 
Tuesday that the trouble assumed a se- 
rious aspect. It then developed that 
carefully laid plans had been made by a 
number of negroes to precipitate a race 
war, and that many white men had been 
marked for victims. 

It is learned that 23 negroes were im- 
plicated in this plot, and the whites are 
now bent on meting out summary pun- 
ishment to the entire coterie of con- 
spirators. Seven have been killed, and 
the work of wiping out the entire list 
continues without relaxation. All im- 
plicated in the plot are known, and 
parties of white men, varying in num- 
ber from 25 to 50, are scouring the 
country for them. Wherever one is 
found he is quickly strung up, and his 
body perforated with bullets. 

The work of dispatching the first two 
or three was an easy matter, but the 
news soon spread among the negroes. 
who, instead of making the resistance 
and offering the battle they had threat- 
ened, became panic-stricken, and be- 
gan getting out of the community as 
quickly as possible. Two whose names 
were on the list of conspirators got a 
good start, and succeeding in reaching 
the Texas state line before being over- 
taken. They were strung up without 
ceremony. 

The trouble arose over the killing of 
James Stockton by Duckett. Just prior 
to the lynching of Duckett the negroes 
had planned the inauguration of a race 
war. Duckett was the leader, and at 
his death the negroes let the matter out. 
The citizens became greatly enraged. 
Joe King and John Johnson were taken 
to the woods and whipped. Other ne- 
groes made threats, but nothing oc- 
curred until Wednesday, when the 
wholesale lynching began. Inthe gang 
that was plotting for a race war were 
23 negroes, and it is probable that the 
entire number have been killed. It is 
known to a certainty that the sey 
ringleaders are dead. The negroes are 
fleeing from the district. Three wagons 
filled with negroes arrived at Texarkana 
yesterday, having crossed the Red river 
at Index. 

Taken From a Constable. 

Jackson, Miss., March 24.—Three ne- 
Kroes were lynched by a mob near Sil- 
ver City, in Yazoocounty. After the ne- 
groes were shot to death, their bodies 
were weighted with bundles of cotton 
ties and thrown into the Yazoo river. 
The negroes were Miner Wilson, C. C. 
Reed and Willis Boyd. They were the 
ringicaders of the negroes in a race en- 
counter on the Midnight plantation last 
week. They were arrested and taken to 
the Yazoo city jail. The offense with 
which they were charged having been 
committed in Sharkey county, the Shar- 
key authorities were notified. Deputy 
Constable Sylvester arrived, and the 
prisoners were turnedovertohim. The 
constable boarded the steamer Rescue 
with the negroes and reached Silver 
City with them. The negroes fell into 
the hands of the mob near Silver City, 
were shot to death and thrown into the 
river. The feeling against these ne- 
groes had been very bitter on account of 
the disturbance at the Midnight planta- 
tion, where they, with two other com- 
rades, had fired upon two whites on the 
public road. A horse belonging to one 
of the white men was wounded, but the 
meu were not harmed. 


Debauched Young Girls. 

New York, March 24.—The police of 
Paterson, N. J., were busy yesterday ar- 
resting Chinamen, about 40 in all, who 
are accused of improper conduct with 
young girls. Lizzie Becker, 14, and 
Jennic Nanta, 13 years old, furnished 
the evidence against the Chinamen. The 
girls have been prisoners in the Pater- 
son jail for a week past on the complaint 
of their parents that they are wayward. 
They made a statement acc using nearly 
every Chinaman in Paterson and giving 
the names of other girls who had been 
led astray.

RUSSIAN FAMINE HORRORS, 


Pestilential Diseases Creating Terrible 
Mortality Among the Peasant Class. 


St. Petersburg, March 24.—The news- 
papers of the city publish pitiable ac- 
counts of the condition of the so-called 
famine districts of Russia, especially 
Sainara, in the eastern part of European 
Russia. The efforts of the Red Cross 
society have staved off the horrors of 
actual starvation, but the society's funds 
are almost exhausted, and the dire dis- 
tress, compelling the consumption of all 
kinds of garbage, has produced an epi- 
demic of terrible mortality from typhoid, 
typhus, scurvy and other pestilential 
diseases. 

The peasants are compelled to sell 
everythinz, and are living in cold, damp 
and filthy cabins. Weakened by hun- 
ger, they fall ready victims to typhus 
and acute scurvy, and unless the gov- 
ernment gives aid the Volga provinces 
appear doomed to a repetition of the 
horrors of 1891 and 1892.

Kepudiation Likely to Result From 
Present Samoan Troubles, 


Germany Questions Authority 
of Two Consuls. 


Weight of Testimony Thus Far Is in Favor of 
America and England. 


Washington, March 24.—The Berlin 
authorities havé communicated very 
freely the Samoan situation within 
the last few days and, as a result of ex- 
tended dispatches from the foreign office, 
Ambassador Von Holleben has presented 
a long note to the state department cov- 
tring the latest phases of the case. 

It is understood that the German ad- 
vices confirm the arrival of Admiral 
Kautz, and the convoking by him of 
a meeting of all the officials on the llth 
instant, but they do not show what re- 
sulted from the meeting. The German 
view is evidently one of apprehension 
lest serious results may grow out of the 
meeting, in which event the German 
view is that the responsibilities should 
be borne by those bringing about the 
meeting. Further than this, questions 
are arising as to the extent of authority 
of the British and American consuls, 
acting together, to do anything 
without the concurrence of Consul Rose 
The German view evi- 
dently holds that the Berlin treaty 
requires the three consuls to act unani- 
mously. Another question is as to the 
right of a naval commander to take any 
political action. The Berlin treaty, in 
their view, would restrict the rights of 
unmanders within very narrow 
leaving them simply to execute 
what the three consuls, by unanimous 
agreement, determined upon. In view of 
the questions involved, news of Admiral 
| Kautz’s action, following the meeting of 
the llth instant, is awaited with much 
interest, and not a little concern, 

Admiral Kautz has sustained fully the 
action of the chief justice of Samoa, so 
far as his investigation has gone. Ever 
since the first news of the emeute at 
Apia last January, the department of 
state, the German and British govern-

These conditions lead 
up to the belief that there is some danger 
of the repudiation of the treaty of Ber- 
lin, and in the present temper of the 
parties it would not be surprising if 
this happened without an attempt on 
their part to replace it. But it is be- 
lieved that even in that event some 
manner of modus vivendi will be pro- 
vided to prevent another such clash be- 
tween the conflicting interests as hap- 
pened 10 years ago, resulting in the 
treaty of Berlin.

“Since the terrible tragedy culminating 
In the death of Mrs. Adams, and through- 
out the inexpressibly painful scenes that 
have followed, I have felt it to be my 
duty to bear in silence the cruel attacks 
that have been made upon me in the 
newspapers. I have made no answer to 
these attacks, nor have I made any ef- 
fort to set myself right before the world, 
under the advice of the counsel for my 
husband, who has been subjected to this 
unfounded and infameé charge, and 
whose interests are, of « next tomy 
heart. 

“But the statement 
of today, charging me _ by 
with having visited a hotel 
with Mr. Barnet, are so ! 
atrociously that I feel Stice 
to mys i and my ends 
that I statement. 

“I may say in beginning that the cruel | 
Slander uttered’ by the district attorney 
in his address to the coroner's jury is, I 
believe, largely responsible for the sub- 
sequent attacks upon me. His official 
position gave his statements a weight 
that they did not deserve. The public 
has been slow to believe that a sworn 
public officer could, without a shadow of 
proof, villify and slantier the reputation 
of a woman. But this was done by the 
district attorney and I have suffered in 
consequence 

“On the occasion to which the district 
attorney referred in making his slander- 
ous accusations against me I was ona 
yachting trip, chaperoned by my mar- 
ried sister, and the testimony before the 
coroner failed to show a single instance 
of impropriety or indiscretion on my 
part, as indeed there was no such in- 
stance. 

“During the lifetime of my 
lived with them, as I testified | 
coroner, and all my other places of resi- 
dence Were also testified to by me.

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ARRIVAL OF TROOPS 


Saved the Zeliner Brothers and Their 
Families From Mob’s Vengeance, 


One of Them Had Murdered 
an Attorney-at-Law. 


Fled to Their Home and Killed a Neighbor 
While Defying Arrest. 


Bowling Green, O., March 27.—Pau! and 
John Zeiltner, the murderers of Law- 
yer Westenhaver, who for 18 hours de- 
fied the authorities at their home at 
Hoyt’s Corners, surrendered yesterday. 
The situation was for a time critical. 
When the Bloomfield Rifles arrived at 
Hoyt’s Corners at 1 a. m., the greater 
part of the crowd had disappeared, and 
the excitement had subsided. In fact, 
before the militia arrivved, the guard 
around the Zeltners*‘ home had been re- 
laxed. 

There was no demonstration when the 
fugitives surrendered, the people ap- 
parently being satisfied to permit the 
law to take its course. The Zeltners 
had to be assured by the sheriff, how- 
ever, before agreeing to surrender, that 
they would be fully protected. Small 
crowds of people gathered at the stations 
along the railroad as the special train, 
which brought the prisoners to Bowling 
Green, passed, but there were no hos- 
tile demonstrations. A large crowd 
of people gathered at the railroad station 
in this city, and followed the prisoners, 
escorted by the militia, to the jail, but 
there was no disorder and no threats 
of summary justice. 

It is not believed here that there will 
be an attempt to lynch the prisoners. 

Developments since the capture of the 
Zeltners indicate that they not only de- 
liberated over the bloody defiance of law, 
but also prepared for it, having a large 
stock of ammunition in their residence, 
two miles from Hoyt’s Corner. E. H. 
Westenhaver, ex-solicitor of North Bal- 
timore, had been their attorney in nu- 
merous cases and sued them for his fees. 
The jury and witnesses had been sworn 
Saturday before Justice Burgeon in the 
township house at Hoyt’s Corner in 
Westenhaver’s suit to recover fees, when 
Paul Zeltner demanded some papers of 
Westenhaver and attempted to take 
them from his pocket. John Zeltner 
then joined in demanding the papers and 
immediately fired the shot that killed 
Westenhaver. Asthe Zeltners had their 
horses ready for mounting and escape, 
it is thought that they had arranged to 
get Westenhaver into a fight for the pur- 
“doing him,” although they did 
not give the victim time to make any 
demonstrations toward them. The Zelt- 
ners kept up their firing till they mounted 
their horses and continued it as hun- 
dreds of citizens pursued them for two 
miles to their residence. After they 
reached their house they kept up con- 
stant fire the rest of the day and during 
Saturday night. They not only went to 
the trial fully armed, but had a large 
stock of ammunition stored at home. 

While the feeling is intense around 
North Baltimore on account of the mur- 
der of Westenhaver, it is equally intense 
around Hoyt’'s Corner on account of the 
killing of their neighbor, Clarence Weid- 
meyer, who was with the sheriff's posse 
Saturday night. When Weidmeyer fell 
volley after volley was poured into the 
crowd from the upper story of the Zelt- 
ner house, and the Zeltners knew that 
they were firifg on their neighbors as 
well as on the sheriff and his deputies. 
Before the arrival of troops during the 
night, a cannon used in shooting oil 
tanks in case of fire and a quantity of 
nitro-glycerine had been secured, so that 
there would have been trouble after sun- 
rise if the troops had not arrived. 

The Zeltner brothers and their fami- 
lies were no doubt saved by the prompt 
arrival of troops under the orders of 
Governor Bushnell. The troops stood 
between the firing from the house and 
the enraged crowd, and not only cap- 
tured the desperadoes, but also protect- 
ed them from violence all the way from 
the southern boundary of this county 
to the jail here, a distance of over 20 
miles, with excitement at the highest 
pitch all along the route. In connection 
with the participation of the two women 
and four children in the Zeltner barri- 
caded house, it is stated as further proof 
of deliberation that the Zeltners trans- 
ferred their farms and other property on 
Friday to Mrs. John Zeltner.

Large areas de- 
voted to fibre plants for the promotion 
of manufactures would be a dangerous 
invasion of the acres necessary for the 
food supply and must be speedily fol- 
lowed by importations from the United 
States." Dr. Knapp was deeply im- 
pressed by the alert, industrious and 
frugal character of the Chinese. 

From China Dr. Knapp proceeded to 
the Philippines. Arriving at Manila he 
went by rail as far as San Fernando, 
passing through the rice section to the 
east and north of Manila on to the sugar 
lands to the nosth. The yield per acre, 
according to the best authorities, is about 
1000 pounds of hulled rice on lands under 
rainfall irrigation solely, and 2000 pounds 
on lands artificially irrigated. 
very careless husbandry. 

The rich clay soil about San Fernando 
is well adapted to sugarcane. In Luzon 
the methods of sugar farming are quite 
different from those practised in the 
United States, while the factories are 
the crudest conceivable. The sugar is 
drained upon the open kettle plan. The 
proprietor furnishes land and factory 
and the tenant furnishes seed, does all 
the work in the field, delivers the cane 
to the mill and supplies most of the hands 
for making the sugar. The proprietor 
receives one-half the sugar and all the 
molasses. The tenant in theory is al- 
lowed the remainder, but in practice he 
usually receives about two-fifths of the 
tugar. Dr. Knapp was informed that in 
the island of Panay, Negros and Cebu 
the sugar farms and factories are much 
more improved than in Luzon. Sugar 
lands produce from 3000 to 8000 pounds 
per acre, depending upon the cultivation 
and the factory. 

The Philippiners as farmers, as he ob- 
served, do not give as much attention to 
the production of nitrogeneous foods as 
the Japanese, and hence are less muscu- 
lar. 

Spanigh statistical reports and inter- 
views with Manila exporters satisfied 
the doctor of the prosperity of the to- 
bacco and hemp industries with normal 
tonditions. 

Millet, maize, sago and indigo do wel) 
and are ordinarily profitable crops. 
Philippine ceffee, of which there for- 
merly were many plantations, has a 
pec uliarly rich and pleasant flav or.

will be about 15 by 30 miles in extent, 
and the consolidation will involve the 
abolishing of more than 60 postoffices 
and the establishing of sub-stations in 
stead. This will result in an 
enormous saving to the government, 
and at the same time increase the 
efficiency of the postal service in the 
entire district. 

Regarding the proposed postal dis- | 
trict of Greater Boston, its limits have 
not been determined.

| Commander-In-Chief of Filipinos Is- 
sues a Cireular to His Followers, 


Americans Are Now Within 
Eight Miles of Malolos. 


| Large Body Commanded by Aguinaldo In Per- 
son Rou'ed With Great Slaughter. 


Manila, March 28.—At every railroad 
station circulars have been posted, signed 
by the national comyander-in-chief, 
Antonio Luna, and 
bearers of news to the enemy to be shot 
without trial, and instructing that all 
doctors and ravishers be treated in the 
same manner. Further, all towns aban- 
doned by the native troops are first to be 
burned. 

Deploring the existence of war, the cir- 
cular maintains the undeniable right of 
the natives to defend their homes, lives 
and lands against would-be dominators 
who will kill them, their wives and chil- 
dren, adding that this motive ought to 
impel all natives to sacrifice everything.

When the American troops rested last 
night, after three days’ battle, they were 
in possession of Marilao, which is with- 
in about eight miles of Malolos, the in- 
surgent capital. 

The resistance of the rebels yesterday 
was not quite so desperate as during 
Saturday and Sunday. They seemed 
more incfined to fall back on what they 


consider their only hope, the intrench- | 


at Malolos, 

Nevertheless, the advance made by the 
troops yesterday was not permitted 
without a struggle. The insurgents 
made some fierce rallies, and in some 
cases they had to be routed from trenches 
ut the point of the bayonet. 

The decree has gone forth from Aguin- 
aldo that if the rebels are compelled to 
abandon any of their cities or towns they 
are to set the place on fire before doing 
so. It was thus a big surprise to the 
Americans yesterday to find the im- 
portant town of Polo and a number of the 
adjacent villages on fire. It had been ex- 
pected that some hard fighting would 
have to be done before Polo was taken. 

Probably the hardest fighting yester- 
day was done by MacArthur's division, 
which met a large body of insurgents 
commanded by Aguinaldo in person. 
They made quite a stand for some time, 
but were finally routed with great 
slaughter. They left nearly 100 dead on 
the field, and many prisoners and some 
smal] arms were captured. 

Our casualties in yesterday's fighting 
are estimated at from 70 to 80. 

The number of dead is much smaller 
than on either of the two days previous. 

Last night every preparation was being 
made for the advance on Malolos today. 

The intervening space is over very dif- 
ficult country and the rebels are making 
the advance difficult, 

Every place of importance up to Mari- 
lao is now in the hands of our forces. 

Since the American troops left La Loma 
at daybreak Saturday morning they 
have followed pretty closely the line of 
the railroad which runs from Manila to 
Malolos, connecting the principal inter- 
mediate cities and towns. This line has 
been of great benefit in getting supplies 
and men forward.

The rout of the insurgents has left 
them but one avenue of flight; this is 
by the railway. Up this line the in- 
surgents are retreating, while General 
McArthur’s column pushes on to Bul- 
acan. This is a few miles off the rail- 
road, but a very short distance from 
Malolos. 

If the statement of 35 prisoners cap- 
tured today is true the main body of the 
enemy has retreated to Malolos, 

The shelling of Paranaque yesterday 
was not premeditated. The turret ship 
Monadnock anchored off the town, and 
the insurgents, emboldened by the long 
silence of the warships on guard duty, 
opened fire on her with muskets, with 
the result that one man was killed and 
three were wounded. The Monadnock 
then destroyed half of the town, includ- 
ing the church. 

The Washington regiment had an ex- 
citing experience and displayed much 
galantry. The soldiers found a band 
of insurgents concealed in a stone house, 
over which a French flag was flying. 
A private volunteered to set fire to the 
building. He did so, and the troops ap- 
proached when it was burning and the 
natives had apparently filed. But the 
Americans were greeted with a volley 
from the balcony of the house. The 
building was then cleared of the enemy 
}in short order. 


Malolos is located in the province of 
Bulacan. This one of the smallest, but 
richest, provinces of the archipelago. 
It is bounded on the east by Neuva Ecija, 
on the south by Manila, on the west by 
the bay and province of Pampanga. The 
area is $65 square miles, and the popula- 
tion is 230,000.

This Year In the Klondike Promises to Contention Over Sainva Has 


Be the Greatest Yet. 

Seattle, Wash., March 28.—H. Miller 
and Thomas Scott, who arrived yester- 
day from Dawson, claim to have made 
the trip from Dawson to Skaguay in 10 
days, which breaks the record by 48 
hours. They report a great deal of gold 
coming into Dawson from the various 
creeks, indicating that this will be the 
greatest gold year the Klondilke has 
ever known. They estimate the yield 
at $15,000,000, Gold Run creek and the 
French Gulch bench claims are yielding 
well. Some pans on the Gold Run yield as 
high as $175. One claim on the French 
gulch has turned out $75,000. 

“Bull quartz” has been found on the 
Fischer gold hill claim near Dawson. 
A nugget weighing seven pounds was 
dugup. It contained $200ingold. The 
discovery is regarded as further proof 
of the quartz origin of the Klonkide gold 
and it has revived for the 
mother lode. 

Advices from the Porcupine district 
say that gravel on Alder creek is turn- 
ing out $40 per day for every man at 
work. The discovery of the creek is 
credited to the Paddock brothers and 
Calhoun brothers of Malone, N. Y.

Not Under- 
gone Any Material Change. 

Washington, March 28.—The lively dis- 
cussion of Samoan affairs in the foreign 
press seems to be the sequel to the de- 
velopments of last week, which have not 
been followed by any material change in 
the situation. Secretary Hay has held 
further conferences with Ambassador 
Von Hollenben and Ambassador 
Pauncefote, but these, it is said quite 
positively, have not advanced the sub- 
ject toward a settlement. 

The Berlin report in one of the London 
papers to the effect that the Germa 3 
had intended to abandon the support 
King Mataafa, in order to induce th 
United States to withdraw Chef Justice 
Chambers, is not borne out by any prep- 
arations made here. Itis the view of the 
State department that if the Germans 
withdraw support from) Mataafa the 
trouble would practically be over, as the 
kingship is at the bottom of the present 
affair. 

Thus far, however, there has been no 
intimation that the Germans would 
abandon Mataafa, On the contrary, the 
understanding has been that the con- 
tention between Mataafa and Malistoa 
would go over to await fuller informa- 
tion, the only action in the meantime 
being restricted to the controvensy be- 
tween German, American and British 
consular and municipal officers. 

Six Persons Missing. 

Chicago, March 28.—Fire destroyed the 
Armour curled hair and felt works here 
last night, caused a property loss of 
nearly $400,000, injured 11 employes, one 
fatally, and endangered the lives of 400 
others who rushed to escape through 
blinding smoke. Employes on the floor 
on which the fire started said that a nail 
which caught in a “picker” caused fric- 
tion, igniting the inflamynable material 
with which the machines were fed. 
Flames spread to bales of curled hair, 
and in three minutes the entire floor was 
dense with blinding black smoke. Men 
and women left their posts in franti 
rushes to the exits. Many ran to win 
dows and descended by the fire escapes 
but most of them groped through the 
smoke to the first floor and out the corne:

OXLEY WAS NERVOUS, 


Testifi-s a+ to His Connection With the 
Death of Emma Gil 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 29.—In the 
trial of Dr. Guilford yesterday Harry 
Oxley of Southington, who is said to have 
been responsible for the condition of 
imma Gill, was called to the witness 
Stand. 

In his direct testimony, Oxley told of 
his connection with the crime; of his 
relations with Emma Gill; how he ac- 
companied her to Nancy Guilford’s 
house, and of the arrangements made 
with the latter to take charge of the 
case, and the financial consideration 
agreed upon. The defense sprung a 
Sensation, however, in the cross-ex- 
amination, when Oxley admitted that he 
had several times consulted a New 
Haven doctor before he had accompanied 
Miss Gill to Bridgeport, and that like- 
wise he had entered into arr: angements 
with a physician in Waterbury, and had 
accompanied Miss Gill to the physician's 
office on different occasions. The pos- 
sible connection of other doctors with 
the case created a marked impression. 

The report which had spread abroad 
that Oxley, who is now under indictment 
for complicity in causing the death of 
Emma Gill, had turned state’s evidence 
and would be put on the stand yesterday, 
caused the largest attendance since the 
day the trial opened. ‘The witness was 
very nervous when he went on the stand, 
and his voice was so low and trembling 
that it was impossible to hear him in the 
rear of the cort, and every minute or two 
the court was obliged to remind him to 
speak louder. At length, Attorney

BUT FEW MILES MORE 


And the Capital of Filipinos Will 
Be In Americans’ Hands, 


Aguinaldo Said to Have Moved 
on to San Fernando. 


His Troops Continue to Burn the Towns From 
Which They Are Driven. 


Washington, March 30.—The following 
advices from Manila were received by 
the war department last night from Gen- 
eral Otis: 

“MacArthur advanced at 6 yesterday 
morning from Marilao. Passed rapidly 
to Bocave. 

“At 11:45 
and at 3:15 this afternoon for Guiginto, 
814 miles from Malolos, reaching that 
point at 56. 

“Casualties 


took up advance for Bigaa 


for the day about 70. 
Fierce fighting in the afternoon. 
“Troops made crossing of 
Suiguinto by working artillery over rail- 
road bridge by hand and swimming 

mules against fierce resistance. 

“Column will pass on railroad to ex- 
treme front nearly repaired and will re- 
supply troops today.”

At daylight General McArthur’s di- 
vision had advanced from Marilao along 
the railroad to Bigaa, five miles distant, 
in the following order: The Nebraska 
regiment, the South Dakota regiment 
and the Pennsylvania regiment on the 


right. The Kansas regiment, the Third 


artillery and the Montana regiment on 
the left. General Wheaton’s brigade 
was in reserve. 

The American forces met with strong 
opposition in the jungle. First one 
Nebraskan, then one Pennsylvanian 
and afterwards two of the Montana regi- 
ment were killed and 35 were wounded, 
including one officer of the Kansas regi- 
ment. ‘Thence the troops pushed on to 
Bigaa without opposition, the rebels 
burning the villages as they retreated 
in bad order toward Malolos. The enemy 
also tore up sections of the railroad 
in many places, and attempted to burn 
the bridge at Bigaa, but the fire was ex- 
tinguished, owing to the timely ar- 
rival of the Americans. 

The rebels had not finished their 
trenches along the line of yesterday's 
march, showing they were not prepared 
for our advance. It is believed, how- 
ever, that there will be a hard fight be- 
fore Malolos is taken. The Minnesota 
regiment re-enforced the division yes- 
terday, marching from the waterworks 
during the night to Manila, and going 
to the front by train. 


It is now apparent that the advance of 
the American troops has not produced 
the results anticipated when the move- 
ment began early last Saturday morn- 
ing. General Otis expected to hem in and 
capture whole bands of rebels, and that 
Aguinaldo himself, with the best of his 
troops, would be captured on tne way 
to Malolos, or at the worst in the capi- 
tal itself. 

But it cannot be denied the American 
officers are disappointed at the results 
The rebels have shown an ainaz- 
ing proficiency in the strategy of re- 
treat. In addition to this, the rebels 
have developed fighting powers which 
no one gave them credit for. They have 
fought at times with the ferocity of 
demons, and none but the most valiant 
troops could have made such headway 
against them as ours have. 

When our troops capture a city or town 
they simply find a pile of blazing ruins. 
The rebels are burning everything behind 
them as they retreat, and nothing buta 
barren waste is left behind. 

And now comes the report that Aguin- 


so far. 


aldo has moved his “capital’’ from Ma- 
lolos to San Fernando, so that even when 
the former headquarters are captured, 
Aguinaldo himself will be no nearer 
capture than he was weeks ago. 

Beyond Malolos is a great territory, 
and it is said that Aguinaldo can keep 
moving his “capital’’ for months to 
come. It may be that there will be de- 
termined fighting at Malolos, as has 
been expected all along, but it is now al- 
most certain that when our troops finally 
eapture the place they find 
flames,

Washington, March 30.—The six ad- 
ditional mountain guns asked for by 
General Otis a short time ugo are now 
on their Way to Manila. These guns are 
2-pounders, and can be taken anywhere 
that mules or men can go. General 
Otis had eight of these guns, besides 
four guns of the Astor battery. The 
latter, however, are 12-pounders, and 
much heavier to handle. 


Well Supplied. 

Washington, March 30.—In reply to an 
inquiry from Adjutant General Corbin, 
asking whether General Otis had suf- 
ficient supplies, and if not to state what 
was wanted, the latter has sent a mes- 
Sage stating that “supplies of all kinds 
sufficient for immediate wants.”

Oris OUGHT TO KNOW. 


Disagrees With Statements Made by @n 
Officious British Officer. 


Washington, March 30.—Some time 
ago an ex-officer of the British army 
wrote to Secretary Hay regarding the 
health of the troops in the Philippines 
and making suggestions relative to the 
preservation of the health of the com- 
mand. He related the effect of hot 
climates on the soldiers where the Brit- 
ish army had served, and indicated that 
the troubles which had overtaken the 
British army would be likely to come to 
the Americans. The letter was sent to 
General Otis, and he has sent it back to 
the war department with the following 
endorsement: 

“Troops here soon become acquainted 
with and accustomed to the climate. 
The conditions prevailing, and the re- 
sults of our occupation, in so far as the 
health of the command is concerned, are 
not known to the writer of the commu- 
nication. At present, as affairs are 
somewhat critical, military duty is ex- 
acting. I think, however, that the 


health of the command will compare 
favorably with the British troops in 
India, there being only about 8 or 9 


percent on the sick report for all causes. 
I do not think it necessary to consider 
the remarks of the writer further. The 
condition of this command is sadly mis- 
represented in the United States.” 


Shelter That Didua't Shelter. 

Sandy Hook, N. J., March 20.—At the 
Sandy Hook proving grounds yesterday 
one of the 10-inch breech-loading rifles, 
under proof test, burst its breech, the 
block of which, tiying backwards, pene- 
trated the sand butt erection, killing 
Henry V. Murphy and injuring Privates 
Harrigan and Deemer of the ordnance 
department. They were supposed to be 
under shelter behind the sand butt. The 
block went further backwards and did 
some slight damage to the buildings in 
the rear, at last landing inside the ma- 
chine shop. The accident was caused 
by the excessive pressure of the smoke- 
less powder charge. The gun, which 
burst at the fourth round, was of the 1895 
model. The gun is totally destroyed 
and it partially wrecked the barbette 
carriage on which it is mounted.

EVACUATED. 


Insurgents Then Set 
Fire to Malolos. 


The Town Now Held by 
MacArthur's Troops. 


Rebels Are In Full Retreat 
Toward the North. 


Fought Fiercely, but Compelled to 
Fall Back at Every Point. 


MacArthur and His Staff Had a Narrow| ¥ 


Escape From Death. 
| 


Washington, March 31.—The following 
dispatch from General Otis was received 
at the war department last night: 
“Manila, March 31. 
“Adjutant General, Washington 

“MacArthur made dispositions yes- 
terday for attack on Malolos today. 
Engagement opened at 7 o'clock this 
morning, and is now progressing. Cas- 
ualties yesterday, four killed and 23 
wounded, all brought to Manila last 
night. Hall moved out from camping 
Station at daylight this morning with 
three battalions, northeast; attacked 
and has taken Mariquina, and is pursu- 
ing enemy; ordered to return this after- 
noon. Otis.” 


Manila, March 31.—11:53 a. m.—Major 
General MacArthur advanced to attack 
Malolos, the seat of the insurgent gov- 
ernment, at / o'clock this morning. 

Major General MacArthur entered 
Malolos, the seat of the so-called in- 
surgent government, at 9:30this morning. 
the rebels burning the city and simul- 
taneously evacuating it. 

They are now in ful) retreat toward 
the north, where Aguinaldo and the 
cabinet are said to have been for two 
days. 

General MacArthur advanced to at- 
tack Malalos at 7 o'clock this morning. 
He met with strong opposition, the rebels 
resisting desperately, but losing heavily. 

General Hale's brigade is advancing 
north from the waterworks and driving 
the left wing of the enemy across. 

The rebels fought fiercely at times, but 
the dash of the American troops de- 
moralized them and soon they were fall- 
ing back at every point. 

Their losses were very heavy. he 
casualties on the American side cannot 
be stated defindtely at the present writ- 
ing. 


The United States troops rested last 
night in the jungle, about a mile and a 
quarter from Malolos. The day's ad- 
vance began at 2 o'clock and covereda 
distance of about 2% miles beyond the 
Guiguinto river, along the railroad. The 
brunt of the battle was on the right of 
the track, where the enemy was appar- 
ently concentrated. 

The First Nebraska, First South Da- 
kota and Tenth Pennsylvania regiments 
encountered the insurgents entrenched 
on the border of the woods, and the 
Americans advancing across the open 
suffered a terrific fire for half an hour. 
Four of the Nebraska regiment were 
killed and 30 were wounded. Ten 
men of the Dakota regiment were 
wounded and one of the Pennsylvanians 
was killed 

The Americans finally drove the Fill- 
pinos back. Although there were three 
lines of strong entrenchments along the 
track the enemy made scarcely any de- 
fense there. General MacArthur and his 
staff were walking on the track, abreast 
of the line, with everything quiet, w hen 
suddenly they received a shower of bul- 
lets from sharpshooters in trees and in 
housetops, but these were speedily dis- 
lodged. 

The enemy's loss was apparently small, 
the jungle affording them such protec- 
tion that the Americans were unable to 
see them and in firing were guided only 
by the sound of the Filipino shots. The 
American artillery was handicapped for 
the same reason. 


Last night's long line of camp fires 
made a beautiful sight, with the Twen 
tieth Kansas regiment on the left = 
Guiguinto station and the Pennsylvanta 
regiment on the right, beyond the river. 

The provision train was delayed by 
broken bridges; but the stores of grain 
and flocks of ducks in the locality fur- 
nished ample forage. 

The hospital work its remarkably ef- 
ficient, as it has been throughout the 
whole campaign. 

The telegraphers keep abreast of the 
line and maintain a constant connection 
with the city.

FEELING IN GERMANY. 


Press and Public Inclined to Await Fur- 
ther Developments in the Matter, 


Berlin 1.—Pending further in- 
formation the German 
press refrains from comment calculated 
to embitter the controversy or to im- 
peril the pending negotiations. The 
events that have occurred are deplored, 
mainly because they may influence pub- 
lic opinion adve rsely to the government's 
policy of cultivating England's friend- 
ship. It is feared they may give oc- 
casion to a suspicious and mistrustful 
section of the public to reproach the 
government with the first fruits of its 
rapproachment with England and the 
United States.

The assertion that Herr Rose protested 
against the deposition of the provisional 
government is doubted here, as, it is 
claimed, Herr Rose was instructed not 
to identify himself with Mataafa more 
closely than the representatives of the 
ether powers. 

There is considerable curosity in this 
city as to the effect the outbreak will 
have on the attitude of the United 
States and Great Britain, but the view 
remains that the final settlement will 
be in no way changed by the outbreak 
of hostilities, but must be arranged by 
the joint action of the three cabinets, 

In the Interest of Peace. 

London, March 31.—The Speaker this 
week, commenting upon the difficulties 
of the Americans in the Philippines and 
asserting that the new series of troubles 
which is said to be inevitable even after 
the capture of Malolos probably puts an 
end to the Filipino republic, continues: 
It must be noted throughout the present 
struggle that the Filipinos have put 
themselves in the wrong. The plea that 
they are fighting in defense of their 
rights does not hold good in the case of 
Manila, which is the center of European 
interests. America, through no fault of 
her own, has become responsible for the 
g00d government of the Philippine tsl- 
ands and is bound to suppress Aguinaldo. 
It may be possible hereafter to give the 
Filipinos local self-government, even in- 
dependence, but for the present it is ab- 
solutely necessary to secure peace at 
Manila for the maintenance of the com- 
merce of the islands. If, by threatening 
this, the Filipino government made it- 
self impossible, the fault lies with itself 
and not with the United States, for the 
present gallant troops in the newer west 
are the mandatories of civilization and 
Europe and are carrying on the warin 
the interest of peace. 


Bay State Legislature, 

3oston, March 31.—The senate yes- 
terday killed the resolution expressing 
confidence in the United States senators 
from Massachusetts, and passed the bill 
limiting the terms of the members of the 
board of pharmacy. The object of the 
latter bill is the removal of the chair- 
man of the board, Henry M. Whitney 
who is disliked by some members of th 
profession. The house also killed the 
bill abrogating the rights of abuttors to 
object to the granting of liquor licenses. 

A bill was reported to permit Framing- 
ham to appropriate money to meet the 
expense of street watering during the 
muster of volunteers in 1898. 

Leave to withdraw was reported in the 
house on a petition for a police board for 
the town of Hull. 

A bill was reported to authorize the 
city of Waltham to .widen, deepen, 
straighten and impreve water courses 
within its limits. 

A bill was reported to authorize the 
St. John’s Catholic Cemetery associa- 
tion of Clinton to hold real estate, and 
to remove its dead; also a bill for a new 
bridge at Springfield. 

Several bills were admitted on report 
of the committee on rules, among them 
a bill for flre escapes outside hotel build- 
ings. Mr. Tolman wanted the recon- 
sideration of the vote on the bill to pro- 
hibit unauthorized transaction of busi- 
ness under the name of a trust company 
until legal advice could be taken. The 
motion was tabled. 

Attorney General Knowlton advised 
the public service committee that the 
civil service repeal bill, with its referen- 
dum clause, seemed to him not in accord 
with the constitution, and the committee 
has decided not to report the bill. 

The Fitchburg street railway freight 
schemes were recommended to the next 
general court by the street railway com- 
mittee. 


On Friendly Terms. 

Washington, March 31.—The Mexican 
ambassador, Senor Azpirez, presented 
his credentials to President McKinley 
yesterday. The formal expressions be- 
tween the two were especially cordial, 
and each remarked with pleasure upon 
the existing friendly relations between 
the two peoples. Both President Mc- 
Kinley and Ambassador Azpirez spoke 
of the death of the late Minister Romero 
in feeling terms. 


Telegraph Line to Dawson. 

Washington, March 31.—Consul Brush, 
at Clifton, informs the state department 
that the Canadian government has de- 
cided to construct a telegraph line be- 
tween Lake Bennett and Dawson City 
at once, and that it has also decided to 
establish telegraphic communication be- 
tween British Columbia and the Yukon 
territory. 


A New Departure. 

Boston, March 31.—At a special meet- 
ing of the Boston Clearing House asso- 
ciation yesterday, the report of the sub- 
committee on collection of country 
ehecks was presented and adopted.
